The hour of 12 M. having arrived, a message was received 
from his excellency Henry W. Collier by his private secretary, 
Thomas Harrison, Esq., transmitting the following communica¬ 
tion: 

EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT, 

MONTGOMERY, November 11, 1851. 

Gentlemen off the Senate 

and House of Representatives: 

The assemblage of the representatives of the people to delib¬ 
erate and act for the public welfare, furnishes an occasion for 
contemplating the past and endeavoring to scan the future, and 
must always be regarded an interesting occurrence. 

We live in an eventful and progressive age, and the present 
and past years have not been wanting in striking and important 
incidents. While other people generally have been preserved in 
health, disease in some localities has levied more than its accus¬ 
tomed tribute to the grave. Death, who claims all seasons as His 
own, and respects neither age, sex nor condition, has cut down 
the chosen Executive of the Federal Government, a man of 
iron nerve and unquestioned honesty, who met danger without 
fear upon many hard-earned battle-field, and, protected by an 
unseen hand, had never surrendered. He has cast the mantle of 
mourning over the halls of legislation and hushed forever in the 
Senate Chamber the voice of one whose memory will be hon¬ 
ored so long as the highest intellectual endowments, combined 
with unsullied integrity, have their admirers. He has snatched 
from the Chamber of J ustice one of its brightest jewels, and laid 
prostrate not a few of our most distinguished military officers. 

I n view of these things, we are constrained to acknowledge that 
" God alone is great," and "Man being in Honor abideth not." 

The long continued drought during the period when our crops 
were germinating and growing, prevented the earth from yielding 
its fruits commensurate with the labor and expectations of the 
husbandman. In some sections, it may be necessary to look

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abroad for indispensable supplies ; yet we have abundant cause 
of gratitude to that watchful and controlling Providence that has 
taken care of us in times past, and ample assurances, that if obe¬ 
dient to the guidance of duty, the Divine protection will be 
vouchsafed unto us. 

The Reports of the Comptroller of Public Accounts, the 
Treasurer, and the Commissioner and Trustee to settle the affairs 
of the State Bank and Branches, will exhibit the condition of the 
public finances so far as they have been realized or are in expec¬ 
tancy, together with the different items of the State debt and the 
sums annually required to pay the interest thereon, &c. With¬ 
out here repeating anything contained in these reports, I beg 
leave to commend them to your careful attention. 

The office of Comptroller is one of the most important in the 
State, and requires not only a mere accountant to discharge its 
duties, but the incumbent should have the capacity to understand 
the acts ,of the legislature which immediately concern himself, 
and the subordinate officers who are required to have transactions 
and settlements with him. Added to these qualifications, his 
heavy correspondence requires that he should express himself 
with ease and clearness. The servises of such a man are worth 
and will command in some other business, quite as much as the 
salary the Comptroller now receives. 

Within the last four years the duties of this officer have been 
greatly increased, so that he cannot perform them without the 
constant assistance of at least one clerk. To be convinced of 
this, it is only necessary to remember the important modifications 
in the tax laws, the enlarged and complicated accounts of tax- 
collectors, the examination of the assessors' books, the sixteenth 
sections accounts, together with much other miscellaneous busi¬ 
ness, added to a daily correspondence sufficient in itself to employ 
half the time of a ready composer and writer. 

We know that it cannot be the interest of the State to allow 
the public service in any department to suffer for the want of 
sufficient machinery to perform it; nor can it be its policy pre¬ 
maturely to wear out a faithful public servant by an excess of 
labor. To prevent such a consequence, I respectfully recom¬ 
mend to the General Assembly to authorise the Comptroller to 
appoint a clerk at a defined salary. The Comptroller should re¬ 
quire of such an assistant bond with sufficient sureties for the 
performance of all the duties devolved upon him ; and when such 
bond is executed, the assistant might be authorised to act as the 
representative of his principal in the event of the absence of the 
latter from the seat of Government, or in case of his sickness. 

While this, or a similar arrangement will impart proper efficiency 
to this branch of the financial department, it will guard against a 
suspension of its business in either of the contingencies mentioned. 
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In respect to the Treasurer, his duties and responsibilities are 
increased in a degree corresponding to those of the Comptroller. 

He is the custodian and the receiving and disbursing officer of a 
much larger sum of money since the passage of the tax law of 
1845, and is required to give a bond with surieties, in the penalty 
of two hundred and fifty thousand dollars. 

The duties of this officer require his daily attention, though 
he may not be constantly employed ; and I respectfully submit 
to you whether his salary should not be increased. In receiving 
the large sums of money which are frequently paid into the 
treasury, as well as in disbursing them, he is liable to sustain 
losses by miscalculations and spurious bank bills, far exceeding 
in amount the compensation he receives ; added to these, the 
requisition of a bond for a quarter of a million of dollars is enti¬ 
tled to some consideration in adjusting the salary. 

I cannot speak with exactness of the condition of the business 
confided to the Commissioner and Trustee to settle the affairs of 
the State Bank and Branches, but suppose it has not approxima¬ 
ted a close, so as to make the longer continuance of that office 
unnecessary. The debts still due these Banks, I assume, make 
a large sum in the aggregate, much of which is in litigation or 
in a course of settlement by compromise and otherwise. This 
litigation involves the recovery of debts and the title to real 
estate, and it is fair to suppose, call be more efficiently conducted 
by those who are familiar with its details, than by confiding it to 
officers charged with other duties or, even local agents. 

Considering the large indebtedness of this State, the reduction 
of her bond debt is a matter of great interest to the people. To 
effect this object, requires a familiarity with the operations of 
the stock market, at home and abroad, which can only be acquir¬ 
ed by experience in that line of business. 

The semi-annual payments of interest on the best terms the 
rate of exchange will allow, require attention, prudence and good 
judgment. 

The present system of settling the affairs of our Banks has 
been in operation about six years, and has succeeded much bet¬ 
ter than any other that had been previously tried. This in itself 
is a potent reason against a change and in favor of the contin¬ 
uance of the system. 

The Comptroller and Treasurer are confined to their offices by 
their appropriate and regular duties, and with their admitted 
faithfulness and competency could not discharge the various 
functions of the Commissioner and Trustee. I have, therefore, 
no hesitation in advising the continuance of this office as long as 
it promises to be beneficial to the State. 

To prevent special applications to the legislature, the Com- 
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commissioner and Trustee should be authorised, in his discretion, to 
extend from time to time, upon the payment of interest, any debt 
due the State Bank, or either of the Branches, when such an 
arrangement would be more beneficial to the State than the cot- 
lection of the money. 

The General Assembly, at its last session, and the people them¬ 
selves seemed to be impressed with the belief, that the State 
was in a better condition as to the relative amounts of its liabili¬ 
ties and reaources than the facts justified. 

I think the taxes collected the two last fiscal years fell below 
the demands upon the treasury and the Commissioner and Trus¬ 
tee. On indebtedness upon bonds and stocks cannot be regar¬ 
ded an inconsiderable affair, when the interest and the current 
expenses of Government exceed the revenue collected by taxation, 
which under ordinary circumstances would be considered intol¬ 
erably oppressive. The cause of felicitation will have a draw¬ 
back, until our liabilities are so much reduced that the annual 
revenue, in addition to defraying the ordinary demands upon the 
treasury, will lay, not only the interest of our debt, but sink a 
considerable portion of the principal. 

In my message to the last Legislature I discussed, quite at 
large, the Subject of Banks and a Paper Currency. The views 
then presented still have my approval, and, without indulging in 
repetition, I beg to refer to them. 

The doubt I then expressed, whether the Free Bank System, 
as it is designated in New York and other States, could be relied 
on to furnish a currency with us, has settled into an opinion 
against the maintainance of the system totally to any great extent in 
this State. No one has availed himself of the privilege conferred 
by the act of the last session, "To authorize and regulate the 
business of Banking,” nor am I advise that any one contem¬ 
plates doing so. 

Our banking capital is altogether insufficient to meet the de¬ 
mands of a healthful and regular business ; and the banks now 
in existence are located in Mobile, where the accommodations 
they are prepared to afford, fall far short of the good paper that 
is offered. The merchants in the interior are compelled to borrow 
of individual capitalists, or foreign habits, on terms often incon¬ 
venient and oppressive ; and of course look to their customers to 
reimburse the extraordinary interest and charges to which they 
are thus subjected. 

It is not within the competency of the Legislature to supply at 
a single session the inconvenience of a deficient local currency- 
its powers being restricted by the Constitution to the establishment 
of a single bank. The inabilty to furnish a complete remedy 
for the evil is, however, no reason for the failure to act at all; 
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but should rather quicken our dilligence, so that what must be a 
gradual work, may be consummated as speedily as possible. 

I therefore recommend to the Legislature, as a measure demand¬ 
ed by the interests of the people, to incorporate one stock bank, 
with a capital not exceeding a half million of dollars, subject to 
roles and restrictions similar to those contained in the act "To 
incorporate the Southern Bank of Alabama." The amount of 
the capital, of course, will be influenced by the point at which 
the bank is located, and the location will be induced by a consid¬ 
eration of the wants of the community, and the probable readi¬ 
ness to subscribe for the stock. 

I am entirely satisfied that the State should disconnect itself 
with banks as soon as it can be done without loss, and with a 
proper regard to what is due to others ; and therefore renew the 
recommendation to provide for the sale of the State stock in the 
Bank of Mobile on such terms as will discharge the bonds upon 
which the loan was effected to pay for it. and relieve the State 
from the demand of the Bank for interest paid on the bonds. I n 
the meantime, it would be a matter of interest to be informed 
where and by whom these bonds are now holden. 

The principals contained in the opinion of the Attorney Gen¬ 
eral of the United States upon a partial restatement of the Two 
and Three per cent, funds accounts, between Alabama and the 
General Government, I think tend to establish that there is still 
an unjusted balance due to this State. If this demand is disallow¬ 
ed, still there is a large sum due us as interest upon portions of 
these funds, which have been withheld from the time in vio¬ 
lation of law. Under this impression as to our rights, I re-ap- 
pointed J efferson F. J ackson, Esq., as the agent of the State, to 
present its claims to the proper Department of the Government 
at Washington. 

By the report of Mr. J ackson, I am informed that the claim 
for interest on monies heretofore received upon a restatement of 
the Two and Three per cent, funds, accounts, at his instance, as 
the State's agent, was presented to Congress in J une, 1850, and 
is still pending before that body. The account of the State, 
amounting to about one hundred and fifty thousand dollars, for 
the five per centage on lands appropriated or disposed of by the 
General Government, was stated in the General Land Office, and 
presented to the Commissioner for allowance. That officer deci¬ 
ded against the State ; from this decision an appeal was taken to 
the Secretary of the Interior, which is still pending before the 
Department. 

Mr. J ackson has enforced the claim of the State by a lucid and 
well sustained argument, which will hardly fail to convince, 
unless precedent shall be disregarded. 
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In connection with this subject, I would remark that I was 
authorized by J oint Resolutions of the last session to cause an 
account to be taken of the expenses incurred by Mr. J ackson in 
the prosecution of his agency under a previous appointment, and 
to cause all such expenses to be reimbursed to him ; provided 
they did not exceed the sum of twenty-five hundred dollars. It 
was also made my duty to fix upon and cause to be paid such 
sums as might be justly due to Charles H. Stewart and J oseph 
Bryan, agents and attorneys employed by Mr. J. to aid him in 
the business of the agency. 

In adjusting the expenses of Mr. Jackson, I consulted what 
seemed to be the views of the General Assembly so far as they 
were developed, and such other evidence appropriate to the sub¬ 
ject as was accessible under the circumstances. 

I requested the Hon. W. R. King, Hon. H. W. Hilliard and 
Hon. S. W. Harris, to ascertain and inform me what would be a 
just and proper compensation for the services rendered by Messrs. 
Stewart and Bryan. These gentlemen promptly complied with 
my request, and a settlement was immediately made according 
to their report. 

The Legislature in the maximum which it authorized to be 
allowed, seemed to have contemplated a large expense account, 
no doubt under the well founded impression that the case was 
an extraordinary one. Perhaps the allowance to Messrs. Stewart 
and Bryan may be regarded as disproportioned to the services 
they respectively rendered. If so, let it be remembered that it 
was fixed upon cautious inquiry by persons eminently qualified 
for the purpose, uninfluenced by any other feeling than a desire 
to do justice; that their compensation was contingent, depend¬ 
ing upon the success of the State in the prosecution of a claim 
which was regarded as altogether doubtful; and that the aggre¬ 
gate sum paid for the entire service was less than the General 
Assembly seem to have contemplated. To this it may be added 
that the powers of Mr. Stewart as an accountant, his indomita¬ 
ble energy, and his intimate acquaintance with the law applica¬ 
ble to the subject, if they did not influence, certainly expedited 
the decision in our favor. 

An act of the Legislature of March 3d 1848, to provide for 
the collecting from the General Government money due this 
State for advances made for the public service in the war with 
Mexico, required the Governor to cause an account to be made 
out, and, with the papers and vouchers thereto appertaining, to 
be transmitted to one of our senators or Representatives in Con¬ 
gress, for presentation and payment. The same act directed the 
Governor, in the event of non-payment, to appoint an agent to 
collect this claim, if he believed the public interest demanded it. 
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Under this authority, my predecessor appointed Col. Robert T. 

Scott, of Jackson county, the agent of the State, and proposed 
to allow him, as compensation, two and a half per cent, on the 
first five thousand dollars collected, and five per cent, on the re¬ 
mainder. Only thirty-eight hundred dollars has been collected, 
and the residue of the claim is now before Congress. 

Col. S. has expended time and money not only in going to, 
sojourning at, and returning from, Washington, but in endeavor¬ 
ing, by personal interviews with the original claimants, to per¬ 
fect the account, that it might be allowed lay the proper officers 
of the Government; he, however, has been unable to remove 
the objections to it, and consequently has been compelled to 
present the subject to Congress for a special act authorizing the 
reimbursement of the State. In view of the facts stated, I would 
respectfully suggest that, the compensation agreed to be paid to 
Col. S. should be increased upon the sum collected, and such as 
may be hereafter collected, so as to afford a just compensation 
for his services and expenditures. 

An act of Congress of September 28th, 1850, professedly with 
the view of enabling the Suites in which the United States is the 
proprietor of the lands undisposed of, to construct the necessary 
levees and drains, to reclaim the swamp and overflowed lands 
therein granted to these States the whole of those swamp and 
overflowed lands, unfit for cultivation, which were unappropria¬ 
ted at the passage of the act. It is made the duty of the Secre¬ 
tary of the Interior, as soon as it may be practicable, to make out 
an accurate list and plats of the lands of the character described, 
and transmit the same to the Governor, and, at the request of the 
Governor, to cause a patent to be issued to the State therefor 
and on that patent the fee simple estate in the land shall vest in 
the State, subject to the disposal of the Legislature : "Provided, 
however, that the proceeds of said lands, whether from sale, or 
by direct appropriation in kind, shall be applied exclusively as 
far as necessary, to the purpose of reclaiming said lands by 
means of the levees and drains as aforesaid." 

The act farther provides "That in making out a list and plats 
of the land aforesaid, all legal subdivisions, the greater part of 
which is "wet and unfit for cultivation." shall be included in said 
lists and plats; but when the greater part of a subdivision is not 
of that character, the whole of it shall be excluded therefrom." 

About twelve months since I received from the Commissioner 
of the General Land Office a copy of his instructions to the 
Land Officers of this State, as to the mode in which the swamp 
and overflowed lands were to be designated. These instructions, 
after referring to the act, say to these officers, "This act clearly 
and unequivocally grants to the several States those lands which, 
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from being swampy or subject to overflow, are unfit for cultiva¬ 
tion. In this class is included, also, all lands which, though dry 
part of the year, are subject to inundation at the planting, grow¬ 
ing, or harvesting season, so as to destroy the crop, and therefore 
are unfit for cultivation, taking the average of the seasons for a 
reasonable number of years as the rule of determination. You 
will please make out a list of all the lands thus granted to the 
State, designating those that have been sold, or otherwise dis¬ 
posed of since the passage of the law and the price paid for them 
when purchased. 

"The only reliable data in your possession from which these 
lists can be made out, are the field or descriptive notes of the 
surveys on file its your office ; and if the authorities of the State 
are willing to adopt these as the basis of those lists, you will so 
regard them. If not, and those authorities furnish you satisfac¬ 
tory evidence that any lands are of the character embraced by 
the grant, you will so report thereon.." 

Accompanying a copy of the instructions, I received a letter 
from the commissioner in which he says to me, " You will per¬ 
ceive by these instructions the Land Officers are authorized to 
receive such reliable evidence of the character of any of these 
lands as may be presented by the authorities of the State ; and 
as many of the lands were probably surveyed at dry seasons, and 
hence are not represented by the descriptive notes or plats, as 
being of that character, I have supposed that it may be a matter 
of sufficient importance to induce you to call upon the county 
surveyors, or other respectable persons of your State, for a state¬ 
ment, under oath, of the swamp or overflowed lands in their 
respective counties." 

I mmediately upon the receipt of the letter and copy of instruc¬ 
tions, I determined to appoint some practice surveyor in each 
county, to ascertain the swamp and overflowed lands in confor¬ 
mity to the instructions, and took measures to carry out this 
purpose, but learning that there was a diversity of opinion as to 
the propriety of thus proceeding, I suspended further action. 

I was induced to take, the course indicated for the reason stated 
in the letter of the Commissioner; and for the additional reasons 
that some of the early surveyors of the lands in this State had 
been careless in running and making their lines, and making 
their field or descriptive notes ; and, because the lines of the 
legal subdivisions of sections had not been traced. I n this con¬ 
dition of things, I could not see how it could be known whether 
the subdivisions of sections not bordering on the lines actually 
run, came within the class of lands granted by the act. I did 
not suppose that the agents of the State would survey with 
perfect exactness the lands which were swampy or overflowed,

but believed they would be able to ascertain by passing over or 
around, and viewing them, whether the greater part of a sub¬ 
division was of that character. If the duties of the agents could 
be thus performed, one assistant of each, instead of the usual 
number of chain carriers, &c., would be quite sufficient. Hence 
I concluded that as localities, in which it was understood there 
were no such lands as the act referred to, embraced, an average 
of fifty days to each county, would enable each agent aided with 
the field or descriptive notes, to perform his duties. This would 
have created a charge upon the Treasury of about ten thousand 
dollars, which would have been reimbursed by the proceeds of 
the sales of the lands granted to the State ; but whether this 
reasoning was well founded or not, is wholly immaterial, as in 
some counties no agents were appointed, and in all callers their 
powers have been suspended without charge to the State. 

Upon this subject I have to remark further, that some months 
since I addressed to the Commissioner and the General Land 
Office a letter, inquiring whether the field or descriptive notes 
indicated the character of the legal subdivisions of the lands in 
this State ; and by what data in the Land Office the swamp and 
overflowed lands could be ascertained? Further, that as the act 
of 1850 took effect from its passage, the State was entitled to 
the proceeds of the lands granted by it that had been sold since 
that day, whether an act of Congress was necessary to authorise 
the payment of the money? 

To the first branch of the first question, the Commissioner 
answered, "That the field and descriptive notes and plats on file 
in this office (and which are copies from those in office of 
the Surveyor General of Alabama and the local land offices,) give 
the 'crossings' of the swamps on the section lines, and the 
quality of the lands, whether 'wet,' 'swamp,' or 'overflowed,' 
and sometimes state whether they are 'fit' or 'unfit for cultiva¬ 
tion.' The plats do not show the limits of the swamp 'and wet 
lands' within the sections, except on some of the later returns, 
the topography of which is more complete." The Commissioner 
adds, that he supposes the lists will be made out by the Land 
Officers in Alabama under the instructions of November, 1850, as 
early as practicable, and that their action will be expedited by 
the concurrence of the State authorities. He also refers me to 
his legal opinion, which has been approved by the Secretary of 
the I nterior, of which he transmitted me a copy. That opinion 
refers to "an act to aid the State of Louisiana in draining the 
swamp lands therein," approved March 2, 1849, which applies to 
that State alone, and accords to it an influence in the construc¬ 
tion of the act of 1850, in which all the States that contain pub¬ 
lic lands belonging to the United States are interested. 
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The terms of these enactments are essentially dissimilar, and 
upon no just principle of construction can the former control the 
latter. 

It is also supposed that although the act of 1850,in express 
language, grants to the State all the lands of the class designated 
"which shall remain unsold at the passage” thereof, yet "those 
grants must be regarded as taking effect from the date when the 
selections are reported to the proper officers and approved, and 
not from the date of the laws.” The opinion adds : "The act 
of 1849 states expressly, as you perceive by the words under¬ 
scored, that on the approval of the Secretary, the fee simple shall 
vest in the State, and the act of 1850 makes the fee to vest in 
the State on the, issuing of the patent. The earliest period, then, 
at which the grant can be considered as attaching to the lands, 
is that when the selections are made known as aforesaid and ap¬ 
proved." With the most respectful deference, it seems to me, 
that the words "at the passage of this act,” are free from ambi¬ 
guity; that their meaning is uncontrolled by anything contained 
in the act of 1850 ; that the act of 1849 cannot restrict or change 
their meaning, and if it could, it does not do so ; and in my 
judgment the conclusion that the act shall not take effect from 
the time designated by Congress, but from a day to be prescribed 
by the action of the officers of the Government, is utterly inde¬ 
fensible. 

I have signified to the Secretary of the I nterior my non-con¬ 
currence in the opinion, and respectfully requested that he would 
bring the subject to the attention of the Attorney General, to 
whom, if necessary, I will present my views. 

According to the estimate of the Commissioner of the General 
Land Office in his report of December, the quantity of swamp 
lands granted to this State by the act of 1850, is 436,450,000 
acres. 

It may not perhaps be imperative upon the State to appropri¬ 
ate the proceeds of these lands to the objects contemplated by 
the act, if it shall be apparent, as I incline to think, that such an 
expenditure will produce no beneficial results. But it would be 
altogether better to have the sanction of Congress to a diversion 
of the fund from the objects fro which it was intended, either to 
internal improvements of educational purposes. 

I submit the entire subject to the General Assembly for such 
legislation as the interest of the State requires. 

The judicial Department of the Government could be essen¬ 
tially improved by some changes in its organization. But the 
most important modifications required cannot be made without 
removing the constitutional restrictions upon the power of the 
legislature to remodel the system as circumstances may from 
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time to time seem to demand. I therefore advise such an 
amendment of the Constitution as will authorise the legislature 
to re-arrange the Courts as expediency may dictate. 

In respect to the Supreme Court, it has been suggested, as a 
measure of relief to the arduous labors of its J udges, that another 
J udge should be added to the Bench. It has also been supposed 
that it would be an improvement, and give to this Court a more 
commanding influence with the people, if instead of three J udges 
it had five, two of whom should perform annually the duties of 
Circuit Court J udges ; and that it would be a convenience to the 
people, if the Court were holden at several other places besides 
the seat of Government. It is competent to add a J udge, but 
the last two changes are inhibited by the Constitution, and can¬ 
not be made without an amendment. 

If it were a question at this time whether Courts of Chancery 
should be established with distinct J udges, my opinion would be 
decidedly against it. I would sooner advise the establishment of 
a Chancery Court at one point in each Circuit, to be holden by a 
Circuit J udge in the vacations, authorising the Clerks of the 
Circuit Court, of the county which had J urisdiction over the 
defendant, or the subject matter, to take bonds, issue subpoenas 
and other process, that no inconvenience might result to suitors. 
But a Court of Chancery distinct from the J urisdiction of the law 
judges has been established, and I will not advise its abolishment 
at this time, conceding that it is with the competency of the 
legislature to do so—a power which lawyers of ability insist is 
impliedly taken away by the 8th section of the 5th article of the 
Constitution. This question, with others, had better be left open 
for consideration, when the constitutional amendment proposed 
shall be made. 

I am, however, of opinion that two Chancellors are sufficient 
to dispose of the Chancery business of the State, if such changes 
in these Courts as I suggested in my message to the last session, 
are made. 

The J urisprudence of Chancery is so intimately blended, with 
the administration of justice in the law Courts, that it could not 
be suddenly dispensed with or commingled with the sterner and 
less accommodating principles of the common law, without intro¬ 
ducing embarrassment and confusion, producing injustice and 
opening a new and unmeasured field of litigation. As it is be¬ 
yond the ken of man to estimate all the consequences of such a 
radical change, prudence would dictate the propriety of advancing 
gradually in the work of reform. It is certainly desirable that 
much of the jurisdiction of Chancery should be transferred to 
the law forums as cheaper and more expeditious administrators 
of justice. But this transfer should not be completed by a single 
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act or at a single session of the legislature. Time and experience 
must acquaint our judges and lawyers with the practical opera¬ 
tion of these changes and suggest others ; and the work of inno¬ 
vation must progress step by step. As the authority of the 
legislature over this important subject is so much restricted, 
will not add more than refer you to my recommendations and 
suggestions to the General Assembly at its last session. 

The duties devolved upon the Commissioners appointed to 
prepare a Code of Statute Law and the preparation of a Code of 
Practice will doubtless suggest a remedy for many imperfections 
which are found in our statutes, as well as supply to a great ex¬ 
tent the defects of legislation. 

The labors of the Board lave been such that they lave not 
been able to complete either of the codes and cause a copy to be 
submitted, so as to complete either of the codes and cause a copy to be 
required by the act under which they were appointed. Conse¬ 
quently I am not prepared to speak of the codes as entire works. 

1 have, however, heard different portions of them read, and am 
persuaded that they introduce many valuable changes, which are 
demanded by public opinion, and that they indicate much 
thought and laborious research. 

During the last year Col. J ohn Erwin, one of the Commission¬ 
ers elected by the General Assembly resigned, and his place was 
supplied by the appointment of the Hon. A. P. Bagby. 

I beg to invite your attention to the cause of education. This 
is always a subject of profound interest. It is intimately con¬ 
nected with human happiness, and is an indispensable auxiliary 
in the improvement of moral elevation of society. 

The liberal educational fund of which some of the townships 
in this State are the proprietors, it must be admitted, has been of 
comparatively little benefit. This fund is owned principally by 
the wealthy townships, in which the most of its beneficiaries re¬ 
quire no assistance from the public in the education of their 
children, while the poorer districts derive but little aid in this 
way. 

It is much to be regretted that the terms in which the sixteenth 
section was offered by Congress and received by the Convention, 
vests an interest in the inhabitants of the townships severally, 
which prevents a consolidation of the aggregate fund ; an interest 
that cannot be divested without the consent of the beneficiaries. 

The question has been settled by the highest Court known to 
this State ; and the acts which give the assent of Congress, at 
the instance of the new States, to the sale of the sixteenth sec¬ 
tions, in providing for the appropriation of the proceeds to the 
townships in severally, indicate that that body concurs in the 
correctness of the decision. 
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I have re-examined, with care, what I said on Education in my 
communication to the last session, and feel a strong conviction 
that if the recommendations I then made were carried out, the 
subject would receive a new impulse ; and the benefits resulting 
would be seen and felt throughout the State. Primary School 
instruction cannot be dignified as a system, until it has a head to 
direct and supervise its operations. A superintendant, with an 
adequate salary, paid from the sixteenth section fund in propor¬ 
tion to the dividend received by each section, should be appoint¬ 
ed by legislative authority. He should traverse the State, 
address the people, visit and examine schools, and inquire into 
the qualifications of teachers, as often as a proper attention to his 
other duties would permit. 

Such an officer would not only exercise a healthful influence 
over the schools committed to his watch-care, but he would awa¬ 
ken the people to the importance of education—give an interest 
and impetus to the cause, not only in the lower but in the higher 
branches also. I am aware that inert possessing all the qualifica¬ 
tions for the station are rare, yet there are some, even in Alabama, 
who would reflect credit upon it. 

The grade of scholarship of the township teachers should be 
prescribed—the powers and duties of the school trustees should 
be defined-they should report to a director of common schools 
in each county ; and the latter should make a condensed report to 
the superintendent, who should make an annual report of the 
condition of the schools under his supervision. 

That the sixteenth section fund may be productive of greater 
good than the present mode of distribution, it should be exclu¬ 
sively appropriated to the scholars of the schools established by 
the trustees of that fund. 

We should certainly not despair of effecting anything, because 
our school fund is so unequally distributed as to bestow the 
larger portion of its benefits upon those who do not need it. The 
modifications suggested, it is admitted, would not make a system 
perfect in itself; and I am prepared to give up the changes pro¬ 
posed whenever a better system is suggested. 

The want of authority to consolidate the fund is an inherent 
and ineradicable obstacle to a perfect system, which we have 
seen can only be removed by the consent of those interested-a 
result not to be expected. 

Caution is the dictate of prudence, and should be observed in 
all legislative changes, more especially where the measure pro¬ 
posed is of doubtful policy. In general, it may be wise to "Let 
well enough alone but this considerate maxim can have no 
application to the subject before us. 

Our University should be an object of State pride and receive 
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a just share of legislative attention. I can with confidence ex¬ 
press the opinion that the State has been exceedingly fortunate 
in the selection of the Faculty by the Trustees ; and that quite 
as thorough an education can be obtained in our own State as in 
any other institution North or South. The University never 
was its a condition so prosperous as at the present time. This is 
conclusively indicated, not so much by the number of students, 
(which is often a very deceptive test,) as by the amount of labor 
performed by the students, the grade of scholarship and the pro¬ 
priety of their deportment. With many it has been regarded an 
institution in which the people have no interest; that its benefits 
have been restricted to the wealthier portion of the community. 

I have heretofore taken occasion to repel this assumption, and 
said that our University offers an education "alike to the rich 
and the poor, at a price far below cost, and at least one student 
in each county is entitled to it without charge. Education of a 
high order is an acquisition more important to the poor than the 
rich. The latter derive consideration and consequence in society 
from wealth ; but the superior mental endowments of the former 
would neutralise its power and to a great extent paralyse its 
capacity to injuriously affect the public." But I could present a 
more potent, and in fact a visible and irrefutable argument, if it 
would not be invidious and unpleasant to modest merit, to men¬ 
tion the names of gentlemen who, without means, prompted by 
a desire of knowledge and sustained by indomitable energy, 
have passed through our University with distinction, and are now 
reflecting upon society their attainments, as ministers of right¬ 
eousness, as teachers, or in some other situation beneficial to the 
county and themselves. 

On the occasion referred to, I also considered the close con¬ 
nection and mutual dependence of the higher and lower schools 
upon each other, and quoted the opinion of one whose life was 
devoted to the pursuit of truth and knowledge, to sustain my con¬ 
clusion. That individual said that Colleges and professional 
schools " are supposed by many with us to be altogether useless, 
nay dangerous to the country, and it is thought that all public 
patronage should be transferred from them to the common 
schools for the people at large, as though the common schools 
could exist without the higher institutions ; or as though the 
latter and the former had no mutual alliance and reciprocal influ¬ 
ence upon each other." The fact is, as I believe, if the higher 
schools should be annihilated now, the healthy action of the 
lower schools would naturally and necessarily reproduce them, 
or in default of this, the lower schools would dwindle, become 
sickly and die. And on the other hand, if all the subordinate 
and elementary schools should be annihilated at a stroke, the 
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higher institutions would produce them again as naturally and as 
certainly as the young shoot springs from the seed or the root of 
the mature plant." The truth of these remarks has been exem¬ 
plified in our midst. Our primary and preparatory schools have 
steadily advanced, as indicated by the grade of scholarship of the 
applicants for admission to the University ; and the University 
has added and will continue to add to the corps of instructors, 
teachers suited to the wants of the people, as well as stimulate 
to increase the faithfulness and effort, those who may come from 
abroad and engage in that honorable vocation. 

The course of collegiate instruction is quite as extensive as can 
be completed within the time allotted to it. It would, however, 
be very desirable to have an Assistant Professor added to the 
chair of Geology and Agricultural Chemistry, whose time should 
be mainly employed in analysing soils and vegetable productions. 

But the income of the University fund, reduced, perhaps, by 
mismanagement and inconsiderate legislation many years since, 
disables the Trustees to make this addition to the Faculty, 
which would impart increased interest to agriculture, by connect¬ 
ing science more intimately with its practical operations. The 
Trustees of the University contemplate some changes, so as to 
extend its usefulness and the better to apt it to the demands of 
the people. In carrying out these changes, they believe it im¬ 
portant that they should be invested with a title to the State 
House in Tuskaloosa and so much of the furniture as has not 
been removed. The location of the house, its size, &c., make 
it unsuitable for any other purpose than one similar to that to 
which the Trustees the University propose to devote it. The 
furniture being purchased many years ago to fit up the house for 
the use of the Legislature and Supreme Court, is unsuited to a 
private residence. It may be fairly assumed that the house and 
furniture would command a sum in market far below the cost of 
the materials of which they are constructed. I believe the 
Trustees could make them profitable to the public in extending 
the operations of the University ; and I therefore, in advance of 
the annual report of the board, recommend that their request in 
this regard be granted. 

11 is believed by the Trustees, that the yearly income of the 
board does not justify a further expenditure to continue the geo¬ 
logical explorations of Professor Tourney. The reports of this 
gentleman have greatly enlightened us as to the extent of our 
mineral resources, and have shown that our minerals are not only 
abundant, but are rich and various, and in a condition to be 
made available. He has done much to give character to the 
State, and I should regard it a public misfortune, if his labors 
were suspended for the want of means to prosecute them. To 
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prevent such a result, I respectfully advise the appropriation of a 
sum not exceeding one thousand dollars, to be drawn from time 
to time, as may be deemed proper, by order of the Governor or 
some other officer. 

In connection with this subject I would remark, that Alabama 
contains 32,462,080 acres of land, of which, according to the re¬ 
port of the Commissioner of the General Land Office, 16,164,518 
26-100 acres remained the property of the Government, on the 
30th J une, 1850. The public lands contain, it is supposed, as 
much as seven-eights of the mineral wealth of the State; and 
consequently the government is very largely interested in a geo¬ 
logical survey. The result would doubtless cause a large quan¬ 
tity of its lands to be purchased, the sterility of whose surface 
indicates their unfitness for agricultural purposes ; and in this way, 
the General Government would receive an equivalent for any 
and it might render in promoting the enterprise. Influenced by 
these considerations, 1 suggest the propriety of addressing a me¬ 
morial to Congress praying the grant of twenty-five thousand 
acres of public land to this state, to be selected in quantities ac¬ 
cording to the legal subdivisions, the proceeds of which shall be 
appropriated to a thorough geological survey. To induce a com¬ 
pliance, we might stipulate that the work should be commenced 
and completed within some reasonable time. 

The General Government has caused such surveys to be made 
to some extent in some of the newest States in the South-west; 
and an application for that purpose from this State, addresses 
itself with great force to Congress. Here, we have not only paid 
many millions of dollars into the Treasury for land, but the Gov¬ 
ernment, by its proprietorship of such a large proportion of lands 
within our limits, has retarded the improvement of the State, 
and made it necessary to impose heavier burthens in the form of 
taxes upon the individual land-holders. 

It is certainly a duty of very high obligation to provide an 
asylum for the insane, where that attention and remedial treat¬ 
ment can be furnished, which is necessary to render them as 
comfortable as their condition will admit; and, if practicable, 
again place them under the dominion of reason. This duty is 
coeval with the existence of the State, and is quite as binding in 
morals as the obligation to pay a debt for which a tangible 
equivalent has been received. Political communities, life indi¬ 
viduals, have moral duties to perform, and if the aggregate body 
are inattentive to them, the responsibility consequent upon neg¬ 
lect, attaches to those who have opposed a performance. This 
is a truism in morals, which it would be well fur every citizen to 
remember. 

It is supposed, by high authority, that there are not less than 
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even hundred idiots, epileptics, and insane persons in Alabama, 
the only probable means of relieving whom, is found in the 
curative treatment of a Hospital. Much the greater number of 
these are members of families of means too limited to obtain for 
them the comforts necessary to their bodies in their deplorable 
condition, without being able to do anything for the lost or un¬ 
settled mind. If we require an additional cause to excite our 
sympathies, we have but to remember the cases that have come 
under our own observation, and reflect that its our own households 
we may be called to witness a similar visitation. 

Much the greater number of the States have established hos¬ 
pitals for the Insane, and it becomes us to act with promptness, 
unless we are insensible to a generous rivalry in the great moral 
enterprises of the day. 

I will not continue the discussion of this question, in which I 
am sure we all agree in the abstract. But I beg to invite your 
respectful and considerate attention to the memorial of his D. 

L. Dix, to the last General Assembly. It is a paper fraught with 
instruction upon this interesting subject; and the production of 
a highly gifted lady, whose name is the synonym for benevolence 
and philanthropy, and whose life exemplifies the graces that give 
dignity and elevation to humanity. 

It is a kindred duty imperative upon us, to make provision 
for the education of the blind, and the deaf and dumb. The 
deprivation of the organ of vision, either by natural or accidental 
causes, utterly incapacitates persons thus unfortunate, for taking 
care of themselves. While it uneducated they are not only unfit¬ 
ted to provide for their wants, but cannot participate, to any 
great extent, in the rational pleasures of life, and can contribute 
but little to the social enjoyment of others. 

The recent and progressive improvements in the education of 
this class have done much, with the promise of more, to relieve 
them, and remove the disparity between those thus afflicted and 
persons whose senses are unimpaired. The minds of the blind 
seem to possess greater susceptibility to the acquisition of knowl¬ 
edge. Their powers of perception, memory and concentration 
are generally quick, impressible and active in a degree surpassing 
those from whom the visible objects of nature of art are not ex¬ 
cluded. In fact, they not only become educated so that they may 
give employment to the mind, and thus beguile the tedium of 
time, but they become successful teachers of the blind and acquire 
a knowledge of many handicraft pursuits at which they can earn 
an ample livelihood. 

The deaf and dumb cannot be educated by the ordinary modes 
of instruction. Being denied the sense of hearing, they cannot 
understand what is communicated to them orally. They must 
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first be taught by signs, and thus they easily and rapidly acquire 
a knowledge which fits them for any business in which the 
power of speech is not indispensable. 

These unfortunate persons are generally poor, without friends 
to assist them ; so that in providing for their instruction, we are 
emphatically contributing to the comfort and happiness of the 
poor. In respect to these enterprises of benevolence and duty 
which I have suggested, the time has arrived when the initiative 
step should be taken. I refer them to the respectful and patient 
consideration of the General Assembly. 

It is provided by an act of the legislature, passed as early as 
1807 that each comity should cause to be erected at its own 
expense, "a good and sufficient court-house for the legal adjudi¬ 
cation of causes, and a strong and sufficient jail or prison, for 
the reception or confinement of debtors and criminals, well se¬ 
cured by timber, iron gates, bolts and locks. And every jail so 
to be erected shall consist of three apartments at least, one 
which shall be appropriated to the reception of debtors." The, 
court house and jail are required to be built under the direction of 
the judge of the county court; and for the greater forwarding 
the business, the judge is authorised to draw out of the hands of 
the treasurer of the county and sums of money which he may 
have received, belonging to the county not otherwise appropria¬ 
ted. "But in every county a jail shall first be erected ; and the 
treasurer and judge are to govern themselves accordingly." 

It is also declared to the duty of the judges of the county 
court to inquire into the sufficiency and cleanliness of jails in 
their respective counties; the condition and accommodation of 
the prisoners ; to keep separate rooms for the sexes, &c. 

These provisions indicate an acquaintance with the subject, 
and a becoming solicitude to adopt the appropriate regulations. 
They are, however, merely directory and inefficient, because 
their observance is not enforced by any sanction of penalty. 

It is certainly proper that the court house of each county 
should be respectable in appearance and comfortable. This, 
however, is a matter of taste and convenience, and the want of 
such a house will not be apt materially to affect the administra¬ 
tion of justice. But the want of a secure and suitable jail is a 
matter of greater moment. It is necessary for the safe keeping of 
persons charged with offences not bailable, or who are unable to 
give bail; for the imprisonment of offenders after judgment, as 
well as for the safe-keeping of runaway slaves. I mprisonment 
for debt may be regarded as practically abolished by the act 
which prohibits the arrest of the body to answer for a civil de¬ 
mand, except in cases of fraud ; and it is therefore necessary 
to appropriate an apartment "to the reception of debtors." Each 
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jail should, however, have at least four comfortable apartments ; 
one for persons charged with the commission of a criminal, 
offence, another for persons who are imprisoned under a judgment 
consequent upon conviction, a third for females, and a fourth for 
runaway slaves. As all of these would not probably be occupied 
at the same time, one or more might be occasionally used as a 
hospital for the sick. The judge of the court of probate and the 
commissioners of revenue and roads in each county should be in¬ 
vested with authority to levy a sufficient tax to build and repair 
the jail in their respective counties. It should be made the duty 
of the grand jury, at every term of the circuit court, to examine 
and report to the court the condition of the jail of the county, as 
well as the prisoners, whether the sheriff or jailer have been 
derelict in the performance of their duties, in cleansing the jail, 
providing for the prisoners ; and whether the jail is such as the 
law requires. For neglect in either of these particulars, the law 
should impose a penalty upon the person or persons in default, 
which should enforced by a proceeding instituted by the solici¬ 
tor or other persecuting officer on the report of the grand jury. 

The report of the I nspectors of the Penitentiary will doubtless 
impart all the information it is desirable you should possess in 
respect to that institution. My intercourse with the Inspectors 
enables me to bear testimony to their conscientious and faithful 
discharge of duty, and the lessee, I am sure, has treated the con¬ 
victs with commendable kindness and forbearance. 

The term for which the Penitentiary has been leased will ex¬ 
pire in May 1852, and the Inspectors, or other competent per¬ 
sons, should be invested with power to settle the accounts be¬ 
tween the State and lessee. All necessary improvements 
made by the lessee, beneficial to the State, whether approved by 
the inspectors for the time being or not, should be paid for on 
such settlement. To authorise an allowance to the lessee in 
such cases, perhaps requires some additional legislation. 

You will of course consider the propriety of again leasing the 
Penitentiary. If it is placed under the management of a War 
den and subordinate officers, a considerable appropriation of 
money will be necessary for the purchase of stock, &c. I n the 
event of such a change, a portion of the labor of the convicts 
could be advantageously employed in the manufacture of cotton 
and wool, as there is in the yard a large and substantial house, 
with an engine of ample power, well suited to those branches of 
industry. But here again an appropriation would be necessary 
for the purchase of machinery ; and however the labor of the 
convicts might be directed under the immediate supervision of the 
Warden, unless he possessed all the qualifications of a manager 
with unyielding integrity, the establishment would require cou- 
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tant aid from the Treasury for its support. As a measure of 
policy, the transfer of the Penitentiary with the labor of the con¬ 
victs to a lessee for a definite time, is hardly defensible in the 
abstract. Yet, if the State retain such a control over the lessee 
as will authorise the abrogation of his lease for breaches of duty, 
and subject him to a criminal prosecution for improper treatment 
of the convicts, it would perhaps be a lesser evil thus to dispose 
of the establishment than to return to the old mode of conduct¬ 
ing its operations. Certainly the evil would be less, unless the 
General Assembly should be fortunate in the selection of a War¬ 
den, and are prepared to make liberal appropriations. If such a 
selection were made, the profits would reimburse the appropria¬ 
tions. I incline to think it would be an improvement upon the 
present law, if the lessee were to stipulate the payment of a cer¬ 
tain portion of the profits, and the Inspectors were invested, as 
the representatives of the State, with some control over the ex¬ 
penditures. 

The room that has heretofore been used as a hospital is both 
small and uncomfortable, and consequently unsuited to the es¬ 
tablishment. Within the present year, the lessee, with the ap¬ 
probation of the Inspectors, has erected a building to be here¬ 
after used as a hospital, which is well adapted to that purpose. 

It is certainly a leading object of the Penitentiary mode of 
punishment to reform the offender, and to that end the proper fa¬ 
cilities should be furnished the convicts. I nstead of an occa¬ 
sional sermon, a regular chaplain should be provided, who should 
establish a Sunday School, and preach at least two sermons on 
Sabbath. Such an arrangement would be a great relief to the 
convicts, who are confined to their cells on that day, except 
when they are permitted to come out and take their meals, and I 
can conceive of no change connected with the police of the Peni¬ 
tentiary, which would tend so much to their reformation. The 
chaplain would, doubtless, in addition to his regular services, visit 
the hospital and converse with the convicts during the week; 
and by the influence thus exerted would be an efficient auxiliary 
in causing an observance of the rules of the establishment. As 
his clerical and pastoral duties would require his entire time, he 
should receive a just and reasonable compensation, payable quar¬ 
terly. 

There is a small but well selected library of religions works 
within the establishment, the most of which have been contrib¬ 
uted by benevolent individuals. Many of the convicts are fond 
of reading, and are desirous that their library should receive oc¬ 
casional additions. If it contained a greater variety of books, 
the inducement of the convicts to acquire knowledge would 
doubtless be stimulated. I therefore recommend the appropria- 
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tion of one hundred dollars annually, to be expended under the 
direction of the Governor and Inspectors, in the purchase of 
books for the library of the Penitentiary. 

I would farther suggest that the Physician should be appointed 
by the I nspectors, with the advice and consent of the Governor, 

The present mode of appointment makes him too dependent upon 
the lessee, to whom he is indebted for his position. In point of 
fact I am quite sure the lessee never has attempted an unbecom¬ 
ing exercise of his power; and I am equally certain that the 
Physician has discharged his duties conscientiously. 

In consequence of the defectiveness of human laws and human 
reason, and the uncertainty of testimony by which truth is ascer¬ 
tained, it sometimes happens that the innocent are found guilty, 
or that the punishment adjudged is disproportioned to the offence. 

And in the cases of some of the convicts in the Penitentiary, it 
becomes necessary, as a means of preserving their lives against 
the effects of a wasting chronic disease, or a reward for good con¬ 
duct, to shorten the period of imprisonment. In such cases, and 
perhaps others I have followed the dictate of my best judgment 
by exercising the pardoning power, under the firm conviction 
that it was quite as much the duty of the Governor to interpose 
his clemency in a proper case, as to see that the laws are faith¬ 
fully executed. My experience upon the bench convinces me 
that it will not do for the Executive to make the verdict and 
judgment a bar to his action. These certainly constitute a 
strong presumption against the applicant for a pardon, and cast 
on him the burthen of showing his application is well founded, 
but noting more. The Executive must act under his personal 
and official responsibility, without permitting himself to be Influ¬ 
enced by the consideration that he may seem to manifest an ex¬ 
cess of either sterness or leniency. 

You are aware that the State Library sustained serious losses 
by the burning of the Capitol in December, 1849. I have the I have the 
pleasure to inform you that these losses will, no doubt, be repaired 
to some extent by duplicates of such books as have been pub¬ 
lished render the authority of Congress, and of which there are 
an excess of copies belonging to the General Government. 

It is very desirable that this Library should be greatly in¬ 
creased, not by an appropriation of money at present, but by an 
exchange of such books of which we have more copies than are 
necessary for the public demand. The powers of the Secretary 
of State in respect to this subject, under the act of February, 

1846, are restricted ; and if the General Assembly concurs with 
me, it would be well to enlarge them. 

I would also suggest the propriety of requiring a catalogue of the 
books received from the other States, and now in the Library, to 
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be made up, and each State informed what books we have re¬ 
ceived from it, that it may, if convenient, supply any deficiency. 

A history of Alabama has recently been published, by one of 
her citizens, Col. A. J. Pickett, who has employed much time, 
trouble and expense in the collection of facts, so as to make it a 
truthful narrative. The book is regarded as highly creditable to 
the author and the State ; and I respectfully suggest that a copy 
be presented to the Library of the Smithsonian Institute, to the 
Congressional Library, and to the Supreme Court Library at 
Washington, and to each the United States and Territories of 
the Union, and that an appropriation be made to purchase 
them. 

The fifth chapter of the Military Code requires an animal re¬ 
turn to be made of the strength and condition of the militia of 
this State try the Executive office ; but the only consequence of 
neglect on the part of the officers whom this duty is devolved, 
is a trial by a court martial which may result in the loss of an 
office neither profitable or very desirable. The expenses of a 
court martial have hitherto prevented a resort to it, and the char¬ 
acter of the penalty, with the remote probability of its infliction 
have been insufficient to induce a performance of duty. Would 
it not be better to impose a pecuniary penalty upon the officers 
required to make returns, according to their respective ranks, and 
require the Secretary of the State to inform the Solicitor, or other 
prosecuting officer of the several circuits, of every neglect to 
make a return to the Executive office, that proceedings may be 
instituted by notice and motion for the recovery of the appropri¬ 
ate penalty? 

Previous to 1850, the returns of the militia show our strength 
to be something less than forty-five thousand. During the last 
year, the Adjutant General, after collating such materials as were 
accessible to him, was able to make an abstract indicating the 
strength of the militia to be about fifty-seven thousand. 

One copy of this abstract was transmitted to the proper depart¬ 
ment at Washington previous to the annual distribution of the 
public arms in that year, under the act of Congress of 1808, and 
is the basis upon which the quota of arms aforesaid to the State 
was calculated. His return for this year shows the strength to be 
58,007. There can be but little doubt but our militia numbers 
seventy-five or eighty thousand, and our deficient returns are 
still a loss to us annually of about fifteen hundred dollars in 
public arms. 

During last year, the "Central Masonic I nstitute," at Selma, 
received a part of the State's quota of arms, under the direction 
of a joint resolution of the legislature of J anuary, 1850. But the 
muskets forwarded to the Institute were unsuitable for Cadets and 
did not conform to the order given. The predecessor of Col. 
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Craig, the present head of the Ordinance Department, agreed to 
receive the muskets again at the United States Arsenal at Mount 
Vernon, where the Institute has undertaken to return them. I 
have ordered the same number of cadet muskets, which I am 
assured will soon be forwarded. When they arrive, the exchange 
will be effected. 

Since the last session of the General Assembly, repeated ap¬ 
plications have been made to me for rifles, cavalry arms and ca¬ 
det muskets, under the erroneous impression that I was author¬ 
ised to order their delivery upon the execution of a bond with 
surety. 

There was a deficiency of arms its the arsenal of the proper 
description to supply the companies for whom the last legislature 
made provision, and I have consequently ordered cavalry arms, 
(companies of that description being provided for,) invoices of 
which have been received, and their arrival at the arsenal may 
soon be expected. 

Considering the number of applications that have been made 
to the Executive, by schools and volunteer militia companies, for 
the public arms, within the last two years, it would be very well 
to inquire whether the present law on the subject of their distri¬ 
bution requires modification. 

The introduction of military exercises into schools would cer¬ 
tainly attract by its novelty ; and if the interest could be kept up, 

(a point on which I am not sufficiently informed to have an opin¬ 
ion,) it would assist the cause of education. Regular instruction 
in military tactics and exercises is apt to impress the cadets with 
a dignified bearing, with a becoming self-respect and a proper 
appreciation of the feelings of others. I do not object to any 
reasonable disposition the may be thought best; but I would 
suggest the propriety of enquiring a renewal of the bonds execu¬ 
ted for the safe keeping and return of the public arms once in 
five years, and oftener, upon the requisition of the Governor, if 
a return is ever contemplated. 

I would also suggest that the bonds of longer standing than five 
years, should be renewed, or the sufficiency of the sureties, and 
their continued residence within the State, re-certified : and in 
the event of a non-compliance, a return of the arms should be 
required, and the bond put in suit if they are not delivered. 

It has been supposed by some persons that it would be most 
proper to permit a portion of the public arms to remain in the 
arsenal, and the remainder to be distributed to Montgomery, Mo¬ 
bile and Huntsville, the municipal authorities of these corpora¬ 
tions stipulating for their safe-keeping, and re-delivery to the or¬ 
der of the Governor or the Legislature. I throw out these views 
rather as suggestions for consideration than positive recommend¬ 
ations. 
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The improvement of the navigation of our rivers, and the con¬ 
struction of rail roads, plank roads and other facilities for travel 
and transportation, demand a large share of your deliberations. 

Our people have discovered that such enterprises are intimately 
connected with the prosperity of the State, and are awaking to 
their importance within the last two years our lines of rail roads 
have been greatly extended, plank roads have been protected, and 
several are now being rapidly constructed. What the same peri¬ 
od in the future may bring forth, it is difficult to predict. It is 
not, however, too much to assume that before the close of 1853 
the Mobile and Ohio Rail Road will be completed to a point with¬ 
in the State of Mississippi; that the Alabama and Tennessee 
River Rail Road will be in readiness for the locomotive to quite 
as great an extent, seems equally certain; that Girard and Ope¬ 
lika, or some other point south of Montgomery, will most proba¬ 
bly be connected by rail road, cart hardly be doubted ; and that 
arrangements will be matured to place beyond contingency a sim¬ 
ilar improvement from Montgomery to Stockton, is altogether 
probable. 

North Alabama will not be inactive. Before the expiration of 
the period mentioned, the north-east corner of the State will be 
traversed about twenty-five miles by a road leading from the sea¬ 
board of Georgia and Carolina to Nashville, with lines extending 
and diverging. The Tuscumbia and Decatur Rail Road will be 
renovated, and the Memphis and Charleston Rail Road Company 
will enter upon its construction with a spirit and energy indica¬ 
ting its completion as speedily as so great an undertaking will con¬ 
veniently permit. 

Our river should be surveyed by a competent Engineer, who 
should make a minute report of their condition, showing what 
are the obstructions to their navigation by small steamers, even 
at the lowest stage of water; and whether the obstructions can 
be removed, and at what cost. We are admonished by the ex¬ 
perience of the past, to make no absolute appropriation of money 
in such cases, where we are not thus assured that the improve¬ 
ment is practicable and desirable, and can be completed at the 
estimate ; and certainly there should be no expenditure which is 
not under the immediate direction of an Engineer appointed by 
and responsible to the State. 

In the autumn of 1850, Professor Tourney, the State Geolo¬ 
gist, in the performance of his public duties, made an examina¬ 
tion of the Black Warrior from Tuskaloosa to Demopolis, at a 
very low stage of water. He reported that the only hindrance 
to its navigation by a small class of steamers at that time, was 
logs that had been floated and left in the channel during freshets, 
and an occasional reclining tree where the current passed near 
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the bank. The removal of these obstructions, it is believed, 
would not cost above ten thousand dollars. No examination has 
been made of the Tombeckbee above Demopolis. 

Professor Tourney has made a recent examination of the 
Coosa from Wetumpka to its junction with the Tallapoosa, and 
of the Alabama from that point to Montgomery His report will 
show that there are two very unimportant obstructions between 
Wetumpka and Montgomery, which it is only astonishing have 
not been removed long since. The material hindrances to unin¬ 
terrupted intercourse between the former city and Mobile, will 
be found below Montgomery. 

No surveys have been made of the Tennessee, Alabama, Tom¬ 
beckbee or smaller streams, though it is very desirable that we 
should possess the information which a minute examination 
would doubtless impart. 

The part of Alabama using the upper Tombeckbee and Black 
Warrior for their channels of communication with the Gulf, have 
suffered much greater inconvenience, and, indeed, losses, than the 
Eastern portion of the State. On these rivers the passage of 
steamers of ordinary size is usually suspended from the first of 
J une to the first of J anuary ; consequently the cotton carried 
down them does not begin to find its way to the market until the last 
mentioned day ; and does not get down from some months af¬ 
terwards, owning to the want of transportation to carry it immedi¬ 
ately . Nor is this the only inconvenience ; the supplies of pro¬ 
visions become so short that those who do not procure them in 
the spring are often forced to purchase in the interior at most 
exorbitant prices. 

To remedy this inconvenient state of things, and to cause sur¬ 
veys to be made, I advise the appointment of an engineer of suit¬ 
able qualifications, with an annual salary, payable from the three 
per cent, fund, who shall devote his entire time to the examina¬ 
tion of our rivers ; commencing his work where the improvement 
is most needed. That there may be no delay, where the engi¬ 
neer reports the removal of obstructions practicable and not likely 
to return, at a small cost, a contingent appropriation might be 
made from the three per cent, fund, from some of the objects re¬ 
ferred to. Of course the appropriation would all be applied and 
expended under the direction of the engineer. 

Although these appropriations should be made from the three 
per cent, fund , yet that fund is not in a condition to pay them, 
in consequence of the appropriations to other objects, could there be 
any risk in making the advance from the State Treasury, and 
reimbursing it when that fund is realised? 

By an act of Congress of September 20, 1850, "granting the 
right of way, and making a grant of land in the States of I llinois 
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Mississippi and Alabama, in and of the construction of a Rail 
Road from Chicago to Mobile," a large quantity of public land 
was granted to this State for the construction of the Mobile and 
Ohio Rail Road. This act contemplates the probability that a 
portion of the lands purporting to be granted may have been 
sold, or that the right of pre-emption had attached to it, and 
authorises the Governor to appoint an agent to select other lands 
in lien of those thus situated. The act further provides that the 
lands thus granted shall be subject to the disposal of the legisla¬ 
ture for the purposes expressed its it. 

I n compliance with the directions of the act, I appointed 
Marshall J. D. Baldwyn, the agent of the State, to select the 
lands as provided. Mr. Baldwyn has made the selections and his 
report has been received. He will doubtless so complete the 
duties of his agency that the title to the lands designated, will 
pass from the United States to the grantee. 

The length of Mobile and Ohio Rail Road located within 
this State is sixty-six miles and twenty feet, and the quantity of 
lands granted by the act to aid its construction, is three hundred 
and ninety-six sections and fourteen and a half acres. I submit 
the subject to the General Assembly for the appropriate legisla¬ 
tion 

I renew the recommendation to address a memorial to Con¬ 
gress, asking a grant of a portion of the public lands contiguous 
to the Alabama and Tennessee River Rail Road, to aid in its 
construction. A similar request should be made in favor of the 
Memphis and Charleston Rail Road, if there be public lands near 
its line ; and also in favor of a road from Girard to Opelika, or to 
some point south of Montgomery, and from Montgomery to 
Stockton, should it be determined to construct these roads. 

It is very desirable that Montgomery and West Alabama should 
be connected by a plank road passing through Shelby and Bibb 
counties, by way of Tuscaloosa and Carrollton, in a direction to 
the Mobile and Ohio Rail Road, and that similar improvements 
should be made from Guntersville, and from a point east of 
Greensport, on the Alabama and Tennessee Rail Road, by way 
of Elyton, to the West. Should either of these enterprises be 
earnestly projected, I think they should be assisted by a grant of 
lands by Congress. 

The public lands contiguous to all these roads are generally un¬ 
suited to agricultural purposes and are not likely to be purchased 
for many years unless the country should be improved by the 
construction of these means of intercommunication. In the' 
speedy sale which the General Government would find for the 
lands retained, it would derive and ample equivalent for the grant. 

The experience of Alabama and her failures in works of inter- 
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nal improvement would enable her to make a judicious disposi¬ 
tion of these lands. The improvements, in their effect upon the 
prosperity and wealth of the State, would add greatly to the 
taxable property, and thus enable us to reduce the heavy taxes 
with which we are necessarily burdened. Nor is this all. By 
facilitating the intercourse between the different sections of the 
confederacy, we might, perhaps, restore the fraternal feelings 
which have been greatly interrupted, and strengthen the weak¬ 
ened bonds of union. 

I do not feel authorised to advise the General Assembly to 
make any appropriation, either directly or indirectly, beyond the 
amount of the Two and Three Per Cent. Funds, which have 
been or may hereafter be realised. Our people, influenced by a 
just sense of patriotic and moral duty, have cheerfully submitted 
to a heavy tax, under the confident expectation that the public 
debt was to be paid as soon as a proper regard to other interests 
permitted ; and I should be unwilling to see their patriotism put 
to a severer test. 

We have seen and felt the injurious consequences of having a 
privileged land-holder, whose domain embraces, even at this 
time, nearly half of the area in our State. It is desirable in every 
point of view that the tile of the General Government to territo¬ 
ry within out limits should be extinguished—that it should pass 
into other hands and be subject to States charges. I therefore 
advise the adoption of a memorial to Congress, praying a gradu¬ 
ation of the price of public lands on a scale something like the 
following : Lands subject to entry for ten, fifteen, twenty and 
twenty-five years, be reduced ; the first to one dollar per acre ; 
the second to seventy-five cents; the third to sixty cents ; and 
the fourth fifty cents. This reduction would greatly increase 
for years the revenue of the Government from lands ; would 
cause much of our poor lands to be brought into cultivation, 
which, under a proper system of tillage, are susceptible of a high 
state improvement, and would hasten the disconnection of the 
United States with out land titles. 

If the title of General Government to these lands were ex¬ 
tinguished, and they were subjected to taxation, we could col¬ 
lect, by a direct tax, a fund for common Schools-for a Hospital 
for the insane-for the education of the blind and deaf and dumb. 
But restricted as we are as to the sources of revenue, by the pro¬ 
prietorship of this great land-holder, have we not a claim upon 
the General Government, founded in moral justice, to aid us? IN 
my judgment, we should ask of Congress liberal grants of the 
public lands to aid these interesting objects of State regard. 

The act of December, 1823, to establish the Bank of the State 
of Alabama provides, that the money accruing to this State by 
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the Three Per Cent. Fund on lands sold and to be sold by the 
United States, shall constitute a part of the capital of that Bank. 
This diversion of the fund from the purposes contemplated by the 
compact between the United States and this State, resulted in 
the loss of a portion of it; and I suggest whether, if the State is 
not bound to repair the loss, It should not return to the fund so 
much of the investment in the Bank as was saved from the 
wreck. 

With a view to encourage investments in projects of internal 
improvement, a tax should not be imposed on the sums actually 
invested, but on the profits realized. 

In March last, I was informed by two physicians resident in 
Barbour county, that the small-pox had been introduced into that 
county, and requested to take means "to prevent a communica¬ 
tion of the infection, and four the aid and comfort of the sick." I 
immediately authorised and requested Jefferson Buford, Esq., and 
other prudent and responsible individuals, living near the seat of 
the disease, to endeavor to arrest its progress by vaccination, and 
to provide for the comfort or the sick, &c. I have received no 
report from these gentlemen of expenditures, which the persons 
for whom they made provision have not reimbursed. 

Since the last session of the Legislature, the Surveyor of the 
Public Lands in this State, in obedience to instructions from the 
proper department at Washington, has transferred from the 
the books, maps, &c., pertaining to the survey of these lands ; 
and according to the directions of a J oint Resolution of J anuary, 
1850, they have been deposited in the office of the Secretary of 
State. 

An enumeration of the inhabitants of the several counties of 
this State has been taken, as directed by the act of January, 

1850, and it will be your duty to apportion the Senators and Re¬ 
presentatives as provided by the constitution, and to re-arrange 
the Congressional Districts, should you deem it proper. 

By an act of February 4, 1850, I was requested to procure 
" the balances intended for the adjustment of standard weights 
and measures," heretofore appropriated to this State by the Gen¬ 
eral Government. Shortly after the passage of that act, I open¬ 
ed a correspondence with the Superintendent of the office of 
Weights and Measures, who gave special directions in respect to 
the house necessary to receive and preserve the balances, under¬ 
taking to send them with an individual who would put them up 
and adjust them. Knowing that there was no suitable building 
for their reception at the University, I brought the subject to the 
attention of the Trustees, at their meeting in J uly, 1850, who 
declined to make any appropriation for a house ; but the Faculty 
declared their willingness to keep the balances in good order, if 
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they were placed in a suitable house under their care. It is pro¬ 
posed to deliver and put up the balances without charge ; under 
such circumstances, we should not refuse to receive them. We 
have the authority of the Superintendent, that they can only be 
preserved and retain their exactness by the watchful care of some 
one possessing qualifications, such as may be found at our Uni¬ 
versity ; and then only in a house of peculiar construction. The 
house is by no means costly, and I therefore advise the appropri¬ 
ation of a sum adequate to its erection. 

The duties devolved upon me in respect to the report of the 
State Geologist have all been performed. 

Under the act of the last session - "To provide for the selec¬ 
tion of School lands in lieu of Sixteenth Sections in the Chick¬ 
asaw Purchase," I appointed, in February, 1850, Samuel Corsbie, 
a member from Franklin county in the last Legislature, agent of 
the State, to select the lands to which that act and several previ¬ 
ous acts on the same subject refer. 

Mr. C. made his return to the Executive office during my ab¬ 
sence from the seat of government, and reported selections in the 
Land District of Nachitoches in the State of Louisiana. This 
report, and also an account of seventy five days' services in the 
performance of the duties of his agency, were verified by Mr. C. ; 
and by my advice two hundred and twenty-five dollars were paid 
to him. 

Very soon after the return was made, I gave notice to the Reg¬ 
ister of the Land Office as Natchitoches of the selections, and 
also requested the Commissioner of the General Land Office to 
direct a withdrawal of the lands from sale. The latter complied 
with my request, and the former acknowledged the receipt of my 
letter, stating that parts of the selected lands had been sold more 
than ten years before the selections. 

I also sent blank commissions to Marion and Franklin coun¬ 
ties, and requested the insertion of the names of competent per¬ 
sons in each of the townships interested, to hold an election upon 
the acceptance or rejection of the lands selected for them respec¬ 
tively. In Marion the commissions were completed, and in teo 
of the townships the selections were accepted as to so much of 
the lands as had not been previously sold. Of the selections for 
one township, eighty, and for the other, one hundred and twenty 
acres had been sold. 

I have written to Mr. Corsbie, informing him of the errors of 
his report, and inquiring if he would complete the selections ; but 
have received no answer. I have also written to several persons 
in Franklin, requesting them to learn Mr. C.'s inventions, and in¬ 
form me ; but these letters are also unanswered. If the duties of 
the agency are not performed, steps will be taken to recover the 
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money paid, unless it shall be ascertained that a judgment will 
be unavailing. 

I n the meantime, I would suggest the propriety of asking Con¬ 
gress to extend the time of making the selections; and so mod¬ 
ify the existing laws upon the subject as to, permit the selections 
to be made by the commissioners of the respective townships, of 
an agent of the State, without requiring the vote of the inhabi¬ 
tants of the townships upon the question of acceptance. 

The commissioners appointed by the last legislature to con¬ 
tract for the rebuilding of the State House, will submit their re¬ 
port to you at an early day, I n the meantime, I would suggest 
the propriety of causing the house to be insured as soon as may be 

It was shown to me by satisfactory evidence, that more than 
one-fifth of the first section of the Alabama and Tennessee River 
Rail Road had been graded, and I therefore directed the proper 
proportion of the Two and Three per Cent. Funds, appropriated 
to that section by the act of February, 1850, to be paid to the 
company, and have received the certificate of stock therefor, 
which I have caused to be deposited with the Comptroller of Pub¬ 
lic Accounts. 

IN obedience to the instructions of the legislature, I caused 
neat marble obelisks, with inscriptions deemed appropriate, to be 
placed over the graves of Philip S. Glover and Woodson North- 
cut, late members of the House of Representatives. 

I have also to remark, that, as instructed by a J oint Resolution 
Of December 4, 1849, I procured a block of Alabama marble, of 
the dimensions required by Washington National Monument 
Committee. This block is white statuary marble, unblemished 
with a single spot, like the character of the great man whose vir¬ 
tues it is to assist commemorating . It is believed to be un¬ 
surpassed by any contribution to the magnificent structure in 
which it is placed ; though it is said that finer specimens of pure 
white have since been discovered, in a locality not remote from 
the quarry from which the block was taken. 

Under the impression that if there was one political sentiment 
in which the people of Alabama concurred, it was this : That 
the States entered into the Confederacy as equals ; that the 
Constitution guaranteed to them an equality of rights ; and that 
a " Constitutional Union" should be maintained, I caused the 
block to be thus inscribed, with raised letters, " Alabama—A 
Union of Equality, as adjusted by the Constitution." 

The lands for the sale of which the act of February, 1850, 

"To locate lands for valueless Sixteen Sections," provided, 
have all been selected and sold, as you will be more specially 
informed by the Comptroller. I respectfully suggest whether 
some legislation is not necessary to prescribe what townships 
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should be the beneficiaries of the fund realised from the sale of 
these lands, and the scale of its distribution. 

There were other duties devolved upon the by the legislature, 
either singly or in conjunction with the Comptroller, Treasurer, 
or Trustee and Commissioner, &c. The former, I believe, have 
all been performed, and the reports of the officers will show that 
the latter have received the proper attention. 

I n J une last, the Hon. Silas Parsons resigned his office of 
J udge; (if the Supreme Court, and the vacancy was supplied by 
the appointment of the Hon. Daniel Coleman his successor. 

About the same time, the Hon. David G. Ligon resigned the 
office of Chancellor of the Northern Division of Alabama, and 
E. D. Townes was appointed successor. 

I should disappoint expectation, if I closed this commu¬ 
nication without alluding to one other subject of absorbing inte¬ 
rest, not only to Alabama, but to every State in the Union. I 
hardly need say, I refer to the great sectional question which has 
for years agitated the American Confederacy, and somewhat 
estranged some of its members from each other, and the duty of 
Alabama in the present posture of affairs. 

It is not only purpose to speak of the enactments of Congress 
which, collectively, have been designated the Compromise Meas¬ 
ures. In an address to the public, more than twelve months 
since, I expressed my views in respect to those acts, and have 
had no occasion to change the opinions I then announced. 

Nor will I at this time discuss the slavery question, or the 
rights of the States in a controversy with the General Govern¬ 
ment. Should I hereafter deem it a duty to consider these 
grave topics, I shall not hesitate to express my opinion with be¬ 
coming frankness to the General Assembly. 

In the meantime, let it not be inferred that I think we should 
do nothing to countervail the antagonism of the abolition and 
free-soil interests at the North-interests which I regard as iden¬ 
tical, aiming at the consummation of the same end ; the latter 
boldly, the former insidiously and under a disguised policy. In 
several of the free States these classes have a commanding influ¬ 
ence, and not only denounce, in their primary and legislative 
assemblies, the Southern Institution as a great moral evil, and 
those who are connected with it, as offenders against the laws of 
God, but discourage or oppose the execution of the only compro¬ 
mise measure for which the Southern people have any particular 
solicitude. Co-operation on the part of the South could make 
these States feel our power by measures entirely legitimate and 
peaceful. The regulation of commerce between the States, or 
the United States and a foreign country, it must be conceded, per¬ 
tains to Congress ; and that it is incompetent for a State legisla- 
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ture to directly subject to its revenue laws merchandise within 
its ports, until it is commingled with the property of the people 
of the State like other property. But when this transmutation 
of condition takes place, it then becomes subject to the local law 
it puts off the character of are import, and the right to tax it be¬ 
comes clear. 

The second section of the fourth article of the Constitution of 
the United States declares that "the citizens of each State shall 
be entitled to all tile privileges and immunities of citizens in the 
several States." Perhaps a fair construction of this provision 
would inhibit the imposition of a higher tax on articles brought 
here for sale by citizens of other States, than is paid by our 
own people upon our own products or manufactures of a similar 
description ; but this is the only effect of the constitutional pro¬ 
tection. Upon a sale within our limits it would be competent to 
impose a higher tax than upon the same thing produced or manu¬ 
factured in our own States abroad. 

I certainly would not advise the passage of any bill, which 
public opinion does not entirely approve. But, if the popular 
voice will sanction it. I should consider it a measure of expedi¬ 
ency to impose a discriminating tax upon the products and 
manufactures of the States that have proved themselves recreant 
to the performance of the constitutional duty, whenever they become 
subject to our revenue laws. I consider it the duty of the South 
to avail herself of her great resources, and concentrate her wealth 
at home, that she may acquire increased respectability and influ¬ 
ence, and diffuse among the masses of her people a higher degree 
of comfort and independence. 

The producing force of Alabama is quite sufficient for all pur¬ 
poses; and every addition has the tendency to increase the mar¬ 
ketable products, and consequently to depress prices. If, instead 
of continuing the ceaseless round of buying negroes to make 
cotton to buy more negroes to make more cotton and exhaust 
the lands, our planters would diversify the employment of their 
capital, they would be far more independent; money would be 
more abundant; the country would exhibit greater evidences of 
thrift, and white laborers would find work at remunerating 
prices. 

Why may not Alabama manufacture not only for the home 
demand, but for exportation, cotton goods, heavy woollens, iron, 

&c.? The raw materials are abundant and at hand, at less 
price than they will command at the North ; and labor too, 
whether free or slave, is cheaper. If with these advantages we 
cannot successfully compete with the industry of the North, let 
the failure be charged to defective management. 

It is not Strange that the South, which furnishes much the 
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greater part of the exports of the United States, with but a small 
portion of its resources developed, should tamely yield to the North 
both the export and import trade, and instead of bringing directly 
from abroad to her own ports the proceeds of her products, should 
consent to pay tribute to an intermediate class of merchants to the 
amount of millions. This course of trade is a standing and well 
grounded rebuke to Southern inactivity. It detracts from South¬ 
ern character, and induces our Northern brethren to regard all our 
threats and demonstrations of self-reliance as mere vaporing. 

It is humiliating to contemplate it, and disreputable to us longer 
to tolerate it. 

Why should not the Southern cities on tide water become im¬ 
porters as well as exporters ? Cotton, rice, tobacco and wheat 
are marketable products in the South, greatly in demand every 
where, and will purchase as readily as bullion whatever we re¬ 
quire from abroad. By yielding to the Northern States the carry¬ 
ing trade we have gradually ceased to import for ourselves; and 
the navigation laws have been so adjusted as to favor such a re¬ 
sult. Our merchants should become proprietors of shipping, and 
consequently our carriers. The amount paid by the South to 
our Northern cities in the form of profits on goods imported from 
abroad would very soon supply us with quite as much shipping 
as is needful. 

Charleston, Savannah and Richmond have caught the spirit, 
and seem determined to set up for themselves instead of paying 
tribute to intermediate operators. Baltimore long since would 
have supplied the demand of the South for merchandise, had not 
our merchants most unnaturally continued to go further north. It 
cannot be that Mobile will still sleep on with her immense ex¬ 
ports of cotton, with her growing lumber trade, with her trade in 
coal and naval stores yet in its infancy, but susceptible of ex¬ 
pansion to any extent. Why should not New Orleans, with an 
export trade unequalled in extent or variety, supply the almost 
unlimited extent of country whose products naturally seek an 
outlet down the Mississippi, with what the people there want 
from abroad ? Nothing hinders her but the proper direction of 
capital and enterprise. She certainly has enough of the former, 
which can always put the latter in requisition. The South is so 
good a customer of the carrying interest in the transportation, of 
her products, that she may always employ shipping, no matter 
where owned, to bring back her imports. 

It may be that the terms of credit in foreign markets may not 
be so convenient as its our Northern cities to the course of deal¬ 
ing in the South. However this may be, there can be no diffi¬ 
culty in bringing about an accommodation, if, instead of central-

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izing our means at the North, we were to concentrate them at 
home. 

Why is it that Liverpool should be almost the only foregin 
mart for our cotton, and British capitalists should dictate its price 
both at home and abroad? The continuance of this state of 
things is certainly the result of an indisposition to strike out new 
channels of commerce, and the want of effort to establish a di¬ 
rect trade with other countries that purchase our great staple in 
some form in England. If our customers were increased, and 
competition stimulated, there can be little doubt that prices 
would be steadier, and the planter more justly remunerated. In¬ 
stead of yielding up the markets of the continent to British enter¬ 
prise, would it not be far better to open a direct intercourse with 
Hamburg, Amsterdam, and the other great commercial cities of 
the continental Europe, and extend our trade with France ? A 
large quantity of our cotton could be manufactured into yarns at 
home-employment thus given to our laboring people-the costs 
of transportation diminished, and the profits of the producer in¬ 
creased. 

To produce the results which I consider important to improve 
the condition of the South, and to give to her greater indepen¬ 
dence and power, it is necessary that the producing and consuming 
interests should give an impetus to the change. Let them make 
an earliest, united, and persevering movement, and the end will 
be accomplished much sooner than is generally supposed. But 
so long as they are quiescent and inactive, our merchants will en¬ 
counter obstacles and discouragements which will most probably 
retard their progress, if not entirely defeat their purposes. 

In presenting these views I have been influenced less by a section¬ 
al feeling than a desire to advance the South to a degree of pros¬ 
perity, to which her great resources, aided by well directed effort, 
entitle her to aspire. I have always regarded the citizens of the 
United States, whether living upon the Aroostook or the Rio 
Grande, the Atlantic or the Pacific, as my countrymen, and would 
not willingly contribute to an estrangement of the different sec¬ 
tions from each other. Self-protection, however, is not only a 
paramount right, but a duty. 

Hoping that your present session my be distinguished by har¬ 
mony, and a devotion to the public interest, I pledge you my cor¬ 
dial co-operation in all proper treasures that tend to promote the 
welfare of Alabama and prepetuate a union of tile States upon 
the principles of the Constitution.

In the matter of Elijah Harman, of Hancock county, Mr. Wat¬ 
kins, from the Committee on Privileges and Elections, to whom 
was referred the certificate of election of Elijah Harman and the 
resolution of .Mr. Lea in relation thereto, made the following 
report: 

The Committee on Privileges and Elections, to which a certi¬ 
ficate of the election of Elijah Harman, as a Representative from 
the county of Hancock, was referred, have had the same under 
consideration and instruct me to report that in its investigation of 

5 
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the subject, the duty leas devolved upon it of giving construction 
to the 9th section of the 3d article and the 16th section of the 
6th article of the Constitution, so as to obviate an apparent conflict 
between them—the first providing for an apportionment of Re¬ 
presentatives, (not exceeding one hundred nor less than sixty,) in 

which each county should have at least one Representative. 

and the other making the right of suffrage and representation of 
newly made counties depend upon numbers. 

The committee is of opinion, that by viewing the Constitution 
as an entire thing, the several parts of which were intended by 
the framers of that instrument to operate in such a manner as to 
preclude a conflict, and by giving such a construction to its several 
parts as would allow each part to operate in harmony with the 
rest, no difficulty will arise in reconciling said sections. 

The 9th section of the third article directs, 1st. That the 
General Assembly shall cause an enumeration of the inhabitants 
of the State to be made at intervals of six years. 2d. That the 
General Assembly at the first session after such enumeration 
shall fix the whole number of Representatives and apportion them 
among the counties, &c., entitled to separate representation, ac¬ 
cording to their respective number of white inhabitants. 

3d. That the apportionment, when made, shall not be subject to 
alteration until the census shall thereafter be taken. 4th. That 
the whole number of Representatives shall never be less than 
sixty nor more than one hundred-and 5th, by way of proviso, 
that each county shall be entitled to at least one Representative. 

The provisions contained in this section, that the whole number 
of Representatives shall be fixed and apportioned at the first session 
after an enumeration of the inhabitants, and that the whole num¬ 
ber of Representatives shall never be less than sixty nor more 
than one hundred, seem clearly to indicate, that one of the lead¬ 
ing objects contemplated by the adoption of said section, was 
the restriction of the number of the representative branch of the 
legislature within the limit of sixty on the one hand and one 
hundred on the other. I n other words, that they were intended to 
inhibit at all times the fixing a number less than sixty and as 
a prohibition at all times against extending the number beyond 
one hundred, either at the time of apportionment or any other 
time. The proviso must be construed as a condition to or quali¬ 
fication of the section to which it is attached, and the opinion of 
the committee is, that it simply guarantees to each of the coun¬ 
ties existing at the time of an apportionment at least one Repre¬ 
sentative, and not at any other time. 

The 16th section of article 6th relates to the creation of new 
counties, and among other things provides that "Every new 
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county, as to the right of suffrage and representation, shall be 
considered as a part of the county or counties from which it was 
taken, until entitled by numbers to the right of separate represen¬ 
tation." 

This section when taken by itself seems to favor the idea, that 
the right of a new county to representation depends upon the 
number of its inhabitants at the time, but as the framers of the 
Constitution must have had in view all of the other provisions of 
it at the same time, and as they could not have intended that 
the one part should render another nugatory, it is the opinion of 
the committee that they contemplated that new counties should 
not be entitled to separate representation until an enumeration of 
their inhabitants should be made agreeably to the requirements of 
the 9th section of the 3d article, and then only upon an appor¬ 
tionment made upon such enumeration by the General Assembly, 
which has the power to fix the whole number. Such is its opin¬ 
ion, because no other legal or constitutional mode is fixed than 
that contained in said 9th section, by which the number could be 
ascertained which would entitle there to representation. The 
committee cannot believe that the 16th section of article 6 was 
intended to have the effect tinder any contingency that might arise 
of increasing the number of the representative branch beyond one 
hundred as would be the case if the member from Hancock was 
admitted. 

Entertaining the views above set forth, as to the construction 
of the aforementioned sections of the Constitution, and being sat¬ 
isfied that any other view world fail to reconcile the apparent 
conflict between said sections and do violence to the declaration 
that the whole number should never exceed one hundred, the 
committee instruct nee to report as the result of their deliberations 
that the newly created county of Hancock is not entitled to sepa¬ 
rate representation agreeably to its understanding of the Consti¬ 
tution, and that the said Elijah Harman, whose credentials have 
been referred to it, cannot be admitted to a seat as a Representa¬ 
tive from said county. All of which is respectfully submitted.

Mr. Phillips, from the Committee on Internal Improvement 
made the following, report: 

I n obedience to a resolution passed by the House, directing 
this Committee to report a system of Internal Improvement ad¬ 
apted to the wants of the people of Alabama I am instructed to 
present the following report and bill, and earnestly to recommend 
to the House their adoption and passage. 

The history of Alabama, from the birth of the State to the 
present period, exhibits not one serious attempt on the part of the 
Legislature to advance the great interests of agriculture, com¬ 
merce or manufactures, which, by the form of our government, 
are subject to its protection and control. 

The convention which framed our present constitution, though 
not illumined by the spirit of progress which so distinguishes 
our immediate era, was not unmindful of the vigilant aid and 
protection which these great interests demanded at the hands of 
the Legislature. The constitution which it ordained declares, 
in explicit terms, that "The General Assembly shall make pro¬ 
vision by law for obtaining correct knowledge of the several ob¬ 
jects proper for improvement in relation to the navigable waters, 
and to the roads in this State, and for making a systematic and 
economical application of the means appropriated to those ob¬ 
jects." 

Notwithstanding this solemn injunction and admonition, the 
Legislature has proceeded without any regard to the duty which 
it owed to the citizens or any respect for the obligations of the 
constitution ; and as far as we are informed, it has never expen¬ 
ded one dollar of its own treasure for the advancement of any 
great work of improvement. 

The condition of Alabama has rapidly changed in the short 
period of her existence. She is no longer a frontier State; she 
has cast off the wilderness and bared her bosom to the yearly de¬ 
mands of the husbandman. 

Fertile as her soil is admitted to be, yet this is no guarantee 
against that impending barreness which is sure to follow the ex¬ 
hausting and ungraceful system of culture which prevails almost 
universally within her borders. 
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Other States are rich because they are old, but our destiny 
seems to be to grow old and poor together. The progress of our 
agriculturists is marked by exhausted and deserted fields ; and 
the caravan of the emigrant tells the fate of a young State falling 
into premature decay and deserted for fresher lands, which, in 
turn, will probably be doomed to the same fate. 

If Alabama wishes to become a prosperous State, she must 
sustain her equality in the prosecution of those improvement 
which are adding wealth and power to so many of the States of 
the Union. She must by a wise and liberal policy, anchor her 
citizens to the soil; she must answer the argument, that it is 
easier to go further for new lands than stay and manure old ones. 
This she can do by furnishing to her citizens the convenience 
and profits which an enlightened system of internal improve¬ 
ment will afford. 

Give to all parts of the State an easy access to market; an¬ 
nihilate distance between its extremest points by rapid means of 
travel, and thus take the burthen from the back of the agricul¬ 
turist, and in the free interchange of opinions arising from a free 
communion, consolidate the interests of the State. 

The advantages thus afforded would greatly counterbalance 
with the better portions of the population the desire for wander¬ 
ing to the "far west;” and home will become a cherished spot, 
and the name of Alabama itself an inheritance. 

The bill which the committee has the honor to present, in its 
opinion, most deliberately formed, is called for by the demands of 
the people of the State, and if adopted, would be the inception 
of that new era in our Legislature which is destined to place 
Alabama at the head of the plantation States. 

No State is more richly endowed by the hand of the Creator 
than our own. When we look to its combined capacities for 
agricultural, manufacturing, mining and commercial purposes, we 
shall know without fear of answer, Where is its superior? Shall 
this "goodly inheritance" be cast away for the want of that en¬ 
lightened energy which alone is required to make it ours and our 
children's to remotest generations ? This is the solemn appeal 
made to this Legislature and it must give the answer. 

I n the bill presented by the Committee, they have grouped 
together the leading works which have heretofore see been present¬ 
ed to the mature deliberation of the people of the State. There 
are other works collateral to these, and of great importance, not 
included, because it was deem best that works of the greatest 
interest should first be considered and acted upon by the legit- 
lature. Their omission, therefore, is not to be regarded as in¬ 
dicative either of indifference or hostility on the part of the Com¬ 
mittee. 
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It will be seen by the bill that the appropriation of money, 
amounting in all to $230,000, is out of the three per cent. fund. 
From a report on this fund, which this Committee had the honor 
to make to the present legislature, it will be remembered that 
this fund was donated by the General Government to this State 
for the express purpose of making public roads and canals, and 
improving the navigation of rivers. The net amount of this fund 


was stated at. $441 375 60 

From winch is to be deducted the amount appro¬

There is to be added to this sum the amount due by the 
Government for three years, as the above account is made up to 


31st December, 1848. As this is unascertained, it is not con¬ 
sidered necessary to assume any given amount. 

In the opinion of the Committee, the appropriations of the 
bill are such as to commend themselves to the favorable considera¬ 
tion of the Flouse. 

The chief sum in this list is the subscription of $200,000 to 
the construction of the read from the point at or near Gunter's 
Landing, on the Tennessee, to Gadsden, on the Coosa river. 

This road, though only forty-one miles in length, is the most 
difficult and costly of any equal length of road now contem¬ 
plated in this State. It is the link which connects North Alabama 
with the southern portion of the State, and will make us one 
people in fact, as we are now only in name. It is, therefore, 
very justly looked to with the deepest interest; and though the 
sum is large, it is considered due to the magnitude of the under¬ 
taking. It must, moreover, not be forgotten that the sum is not 
taken from the money of the State, but is only a partial pay¬ 
ment made by the State out of a trust fund. 

The only and asked from the State by this bill is the loan of its 
credit to the extent of two millions - not by the issuing of State 
bonds, but by the endorsement of the bonds of the four com¬ 
panies therein named in equal portions. 

The Committee fully recognises the satisfaction which is every 
where felt in the great decrease of the public debt, and would 
be very far from recommending a system, which, in their opin¬ 
ion, would lead to the re-embarrassment of our State finances. 

It is, however, satisfied that the security afforded by the bill is 
of the most ample character. 

If the proposition were now presented, that the State should 
construct these roads, and pay their entire cost out of the State 
Treasury, it could be easily demonstrated, that the increased 
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taxation, arising from increased values in the State, and the 
saving of the enormous charges upon the production and con¬ 
sumption of her citizens, would, in a very few years return into 
the Treasury every dollar paid out for their construction. 

But your Committee does not recommend this. On the con¬ 
trary, it believes the true policy to be to permit these works to 
fake their rise in private enterprise and skill, and for the State to 
come to their aid when individual capital is so far involved as to 
give a guarantee that the work will he economically prosecuted 
and the State made safe in the assistance afforded. 

The Committee has asked for the most limited assistance that 
could be presented to the consideration of the House. If the 
legislature is disposed to extend any aid at all, it will not hesitate 
to adopt the provisions of this bill. 

The application now made, though novel in Alabama, is far 
behind the action of our co-States upon this subject. Selecting 
a few of the States as an illustration, we find in the South, the 
State of South Carolina the pioneer on this subject, leading out 
her great road from Charleston to Augusta, which is now extend¬ 
ing its branches in every direction, aided by the most liberal 
spirit on the part of the legislature of that State.

New York has given a bonus to a single company, the

Roads.1,300,000 

And it is expected that her legislature now in session will 

make a further loan of.1,000,000 

Georgia-to a single Road, the Western and Atlantic 

Rail Road.,. 3,000,000 

These area few of the Stairs that have pursued the enlight¬ 
ened policy which the Committee now urges upon this legisla¬ 


ture, and the fruit of that policy are to be seen in the increased 
prosperity they now enjoy. 

Alabama, from her geographical position, may become the 
great highway for all the improvements which run from the 
Northeast to the Southwest. It depends upon the energy of her 
citizens and the policy of her legislation, whether she will take 
advantage of this position and improve the rich store entrusted to 
her, whether she will stand still and behold unmoved the ex- 
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haustion of her soil and the emigration of her citizens and 
yield, without a struggle, the profits of her remnant of agri¬ 
culture and commerce to enrich other States and build up foreign 
cities that add nothing to her strength and pay no tribute for her 
protection. 

Believing that public sentiment in this State is now fully aroused 
to the importance of this subject, the Committee submit with 
hope and confidence the accompanying bill.

That they deem it inexpedient to make such addition to the 
number of judges who preside in said court at this time. The 
minority of said committee are of the opinion that the business 
of the common law courts, as well as the business of the courts 
of chancery in this State, are now rapidly diminishing both in 
the number of the suits being brought and the amount involved 
in litigation, whereby the number of suits that are being re¬ 
moved to the supreme court is also being diminished. Your 
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minority would beg leave to suggest that since the legislature 
abolished the common law of the county courts, all that branch 
of judicial investigation is had before more competent judges 
than filled the office of judge in the several counties in this 
State. Your minority believe that the proposition of the major¬ 
ity of your committee to add but one judge is inexpedient, be¬ 
cause it would be an unusual number to preside in a court of 
high appellate jurisdiction, unprecedented, as your minority be¬ 
lieve, in the history of jurisprudence. Also, for the reason that 
the courts would thereby consist of four members, and whenever 
the opinion of its members should be equally divided on any 
case submitted to them, that the decision of the court would 
only be the law for that particular case, and not the law beyond 
that special adjudication, thereby rendering that uncertain which 
should be desired to be settled and fixed. 

Again, your minority believe that the labors of the judges so 
much complained of at present would not be materially lighten¬ 
ed by the change proposed, if the judges of said court examine 
the records submitted to them, hear the arguments of counsel, 
and hold a consultation as to the opinion to be delivered, except 
as to mere manual labor to be performed in writing out their opin¬ 
ions by said judges. 

Lastly, it will be adding to the burdens of the people by tax¬ 
ing them to pay for the services of a judge neither demanded by 
the wishes of the people nor the necessities of the business of 
said court. For these reasons and others equally potent that 
could be adduced by the minority of said committee, they have 
been constrained to differ with the majority.

At that time a cloud portentous and frequent with elements of 
civil war hung over the land, and none could tell how soon it 
would burst and scatter its thunder bolls broad-cast throughout 
the land. 

In this hour of gloom, patriotism prompted, amongst other 
friends of this glorious Union, the two Senators of our own 
State, Messrs. King and Clemons, to stand by the constitution 
and the government without disparagement to others who united 
with them in the firm, unflinching stand assumed by them and 
so steadily maintained on the floor of the Senate in favor of the 
compromise measures during their passage. They as the repre¬ 
sentatives of the sovereignty of this State, are entitled to 
and should receive the warmest thanks of the people's represen¬ 
tatives for their wise and patriotic support of those measures-- 
Therefore. 

Be it resolved by the Senate and House of Representatives 
of the State of Alabama in General Assembly convened, That 
our thanks are due and are hereby tendered to the Hon. Wm. 

R. King, and the Hon. J ere Clemens, our Senators in Congress 
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for the patriotic stand they assumed in the Senate of the United 
States in favor of the measures of adjustment known as the 
compromise measures, and we cordially approve and adopt their 
course.

turns made by the census taker of Madison county to the Secre¬ 
tary of State. 

Your committee, therefore, recommend the reception of said 
resolution.

forget his poverty and remember his misery no more," and the 
more recent reiteration of the same by the favorite bard of Scot¬ 
land, which may be found in the late edition of his works in the 
following words of his unrivalled music, to-wit: 

"Give him strong drink until he wink. 

That's sinking in despair. 

And liquors quid to fire his blood. 

That's pressed with grief and care." 

And whereas, also, said committee have the misfortune to 
know and lament that the State of Alabama is greatly indebted 
by bills, bonds, notes and other evidences of debt; and whereas, 
moreover, the committee have been informed and duly advised 
that a certain act entitled an act, &c.; approved; &c., was passed 
at the last session of the general assembly of this State with a 
clause inserted therein making the retailing of spirituous liquors 
taxable by way of license for the purpose of raising a revenue 
sufficient to pay the expenses of the State government and meet 
as far as practicable the interest and principal of said indebted¬ 
ness. 

And whereas, in addition to all this, the committee are satisfied, 
from an examination of the late report of F. S. Lyon; bank 
commissioner and trustee, that the amount yet to be realised 
from the assets of the State bank and branches will fall far short 
of paying the indebtedness aforesaid ; and moreover that the State 
will require all the means she can command by taxing not only 
the property of the citizens but the luxuries and special privi¬ 
leges of vending the same.

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etteville beat, who are fond of the article, to keep their jugs, bot¬ 
tles, &c., concealed so as to produce in each family an absolute 
monopoly in the use of spirituous and other liquors, greatly to 
the injury, annoyance and disquietude of their social boon com¬ 
panions.

The committee expresses the hope that hereafter no member 
of the House who desires harmony and good feeling among the 
members, will, by the introduction of bills upon spiritual sub¬ 
jects, mar the happiness or disturb the quietude of our delibera¬ 
tive body.

THURSDAY, January 8. 1852. 

The House met pursuant to adjournment. 

Mr. Speaker laid before the House a record of divorce, which 
was referred to the Committee on Divorce and Alimony. 

Mr. Booth introduced a bill for the relief of Thomas T. Tun- 
stall and others, which was read, and the constitutional rule be¬ 
ing suspended, was read the second time forthwith and referred 
to the Committee on Propositions and Grievances. 

Mr. Booth introduced a bill for the relief of T. C. Hall, late 
tax collector of Baldwin county, which was read, and the consti¬ 
tutional rule being suspended, was read the second time forth¬ 
with and referred to the Committee on Ways and Means.

Mr. Phillips, from the J oint Committee on the New Code, by 
leave, made the following report: 

The J oint Committee of both Houses, to which was referred 
the Report of the Commissioners appointed to codify the laws, 
and whose duty it was made to examine the Code and report 
"the most material changes” in the existing laws, and make such 
recommendations as might seem proper, have had the same 
under consideration and instructed me to report: 

That they have carefully examined the whole Code, and that 
their labors have been diminished, and the time which otherwise 
would have been consumed, greatly abridged by the assistance 
of the commissioners who were invited to attend the meetings 
of the committee, for the purpose of pointing out the alteration in 
the existing laws contemplated by the Code, and stating the rea¬ 
sons for those alterations. 

Before discharging the specific duty assigned to the committee, 
they would beg leave to bring to the notice of the General As¬ 
sembly the general system or plan of arrangement which has 
been adopted by the commissioners, and which, in the opinion of 
the committee, combines simplicity, order and clearness. In- 
steads of the alphabetical arrangement hitherto in use, by which 
statute having no connection with or dependence on each other 
were necessarily thrown together without any arrangement or 
order, the Code which has been submitted by the commissioners 
is divided into four parts or general divisions. The first of these 
divisions contains the provisions applicable to the whole Code, 
which may properly be considered the key to its construction- 
those laws essential to State organization, such as its boundaries, 
sovereignty and jurisdiction; its political division into counties, 
congressional and senatorial districts ; the legislative and execu¬ 
tive departments ; the various laws in relation to the public print¬ 
ing ; the distribution of the Acts and J ournals, the laws of the 
United States and other public documents ; with the general rules 
applicable to State offices and officers ; their oaths, bonds, the 
delivery books, papers, property and money to their successors ; 
and the mode of giving notice of vacancies occurring by death, 
resignation, or otherwise, from office. This division also em¬ 
braces laws in relation to electors and elections by the people; 
the mode of conducting and the manner of contesting the same ; 
the financial department of the State government, comprehend¬ 
ing the duties of the comptroller and treasurer in relation to the 
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finances of the State ; the system and items of taxation, with 
the rules for the assessment and collection of the taxes, and the 
payment of the same into the treasury by the collectors and 
other officers ; the administration of the public property belong¬ 
ing to the State, and of certain funds in which the State is in¬ 
terested. This division also comprehends the judicial organiza¬ 
tion of the State, including the supreme court and its officers, 
the chancery divisions, districts; courts of chancery and its officers, 
judicial circuits, circuit courts, and their officers, courts of pro¬ 
bate, courts of county commissioners, justices of the peace, con¬ 
stables and attorneys; defines the general powers and duties of 
these officers, as well as the general and special jurisdiction of the 
several courts. It contains also the general laws in relation to 
county organization ; the laws of the State in relation to educa¬ 
tion, comprehending township schools, the University of Ala¬ 
bama, and the formation of corporations for educational pur¬ 
poses: the various regulations of trade and commerce, as well as 
those laws properly appertaining to the internal police of the 
State, such us the regulation of slaves and free persons of color, 
strays, enclosures, and partition fences, roads, bridges, ferries and 
water courses. 

The second division contains all laws relative to the acquisi¬ 
tion, enjoyment and disposition of property, both real and per¬ 
sonal, as also those relating to private rights, embracing convey¬ 
ances of every description, the mode and manner of their ac¬ 
knowledgment and proof, recording, and rules as to their con¬ 
struction; the laws relating to private corporations, limited 
partnerships, interest, negotiable instruments , and for the pre¬ 
venting of frauds and perjuries; the whole body of statutory 
law applicable to the estates of decedents, including the laws 
regulating descents and distribution, wills, and the powers, 
duties, rights, and liabilities of executors and administrators; 
the domestic relations, embracing the relations of husband and 
wife, parent and child, guardian and ward, and master and slave ; 
the statutory provisions in relation to escheats, salvage water¬ 
works and dams, and the redemption of real estate. 

The third division is confined to proceedings in civil cases, 
and contains : 

1. The proceedings in civil actions in courts of common law ; 

2. Special proceedings in certain cases ; 

3. Proceedings before J ustices of the Peace ; 

4. Proceedings in Chancery ; 

5. Fees of officers in civil cases ; 

The first subdivision, or title of this part, relates to the parties, 
the mode of commencing suit, the execution and return of the 
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summons, the arrest and bail of the defendant, the recovery of 
personal property in specie, real actions, actions for defamation, 
the pleading, the trial and its incidents, the general rules in rela¬ 
tion to evidence, the mode of proceeding by subpoena and deposi¬ 
tion, the examination of the parties, proceedings to perpetuate 
evidence and the demurrer to evidence, the removal of the trial, 
appeals from justices, costs, amendments, the revival of the 
judgments, executions, garnishments on judgments, and the 
limitation of actions. 

Title second, on special proceedings in certain cases, relates 
to attachments at law returnable into the circuit court, trials of 
the right of property summary judgments against sheriffs, cor¬ 
oners, tax collectors, attorneys and other defaulting officers, 
proceedings by sureties actions to vacate charters and prevent 
intrusions into and usurpations of offices, proceedings for the pur¬ 
pose to enforcing mechanics' liens, the partition of lands, pro¬ 
ceedings in admiralty, arbitration, the appointment and removal 
of trustees, insolvent debtors, and inquisitions of lunacy 

Title third, on proceedings before justices, contains a summary 
of the powers and duties of justices in civil cases, summary judg¬ 
ments in justices' courts; proceedings in the trial of the right of 
property, attachments returnable before a justice, and of the ac¬ 
tion of forcible entry and detainer. 

Proceedings in chancery, specifies the cases of which the court 
of chancery takes cognizance, prescribes its local jurisdiction- 
contains the rules in relation to the pleadings, amendments, ex¬ 
ceptions, filing of papers, serving notice, the mode of taking testi¬ 
mony, the rules in relation to evidence in chancery causes, proceed¬ 
ings before the master and the mode of conducting the same, de¬ 
crees pro confesso. bills of reviews, ne exeat equitable attachments, 
and other writs of seizure, injunctions, the appointment of re¬ 
ceiver, creditor's bills, appointment of trustees, issues out of 
chancery, and the rendition; lien, effect and enforcement of de¬ 
crees, and the costs in that court. 

This division also includes the fees and allowances to officers 
in civil cases, and appeals to the circuit and supreme courts. 

The fourth division relates solely to crimes and their punish¬ 
ments, proceedings in criminal cases, jails the penitentiary. 

It defines offences, prescribes their punishment; regulates the 
proceedings in relation to grand and petit juries; prescribes the 
limitation of proceedings; defines the local jurisdiction of in¬ 
dictable offences ; contains all provisions for the binding over to 
court, and to keep the peace; the finding of indictments; the 
writ, bail and trial of the defendant: the necessary provisions 
as to appeals and writs of error in criminal cases; the statutory 
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enactment in relation to reprieves, commutations and pardons; 
the writ of habeas corpus, and the proceedings thereon; all special 
proceedings of a criminal nature, including coroners' inquests, 
search warrants, vagrants, proceedings in cases of bastardy, ab¬ 
sconding felons, and fugitives from justice. 

This division also embraces all the provisions in relation to the 
organization and police of the penitentiary, the powers and duties 
of its officers, the removal of prisoners thereto; and the punish¬ 
ment of escapes therefrom ; service of process on, and taking 
the testimony of convicts ; the law in relation to jails, jailors and 
prisoners, with the fees and allowances to sheriffs and other 
officers in criminal cases. 

The committee has deemed it necessary thus to present the plan 
which has been adopted by the commissioners in the execution of 
the duly assigned them, with a brief notice of the contents of 
each general division of the Code, beliving that from this course 
the general assembly would be the better prepared to act advisedly 
in relation to the Code, as also to understand and appreciate the 
advantages which this mode of arrangement possesses over the 
old system. 

In relation to the changes which are proposed in the existing 
laws, the committee would direct the attention of the General 
Assembly to the fact manifested by an examination of the Code, 
that the laws of this State in force up to the close of the last 
session form the basis of the work reported by the Commissioners. 
In the cases in which those laws were imperfect, wanting in de¬ 
tail, or insufficient from any cause, to effect the results contem¬ 
plated by them, the object has been to perfect, to supply existing 
deficiences, to extend the law so as to reach the mischief intend¬ 
ed to be removed; and to give vigor, efficiency and system to the 
previous legislation of the State, rather than to effect radical 
changes in that legislation. I n almost every page of the Code 
instances occur where statutes have been pruned of their redun¬ 
dances, where deficiences had been supplied and obscurities 
made clear. In many instances important, and in the opinion of 
your committee, beneficial changes have been made and the ex¬ 
isting laws greatly improved, and in some cases the change has 
been radical. 

In reporting the most material alterations proposed by the 
Code, the committee have deemed it the better course to bring 
them directly before the General Assembly, by reporting the 
section or sections making such changes in the language of the 
Commissioners, instead of giving what the committee may have 
regarded as the effect of that language ; in those cases, however, 
where it would have been necessary, had this course been pur- 
22 
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sued without deviation, to have transcribed an entire chapter or 
articles, to avoid rendering the report too voluminous, the sub¬ 
stance of such chapter or article has been given, and they sub¬ 
mit herewith the accompanying statement, in which is incor¬ 
porated all the changes proposed to be made by the code, which, 
in the opinion of your committee, can appropriately be charac¬ 
terised as "the most material." The General Assembly will 
readily perceive that an examination made by a legislative com¬ 
mittee. (however careful and critical it may be,) is not the surest 
or most effectual mode of testing a work of this character. The 
only safe and reliable tests are time, the success or failure in 
practical operation of its various provisions, and the scrutiny 
which an enlightened public will give it when printed and dis¬ 
tributed. The common law, the chancery system and the civil 
law, with their acknowledged imperfections, are nevertheless the 
result of the experience and learning of centuries. Experience 
has fully demonstrated that systems, apparently the most perfect 
in theory, are sometimes insufficient and useless in practice; 
while on the other hand, measures theoretically indefensible are 
sometimes found useful and profitable in their practical opera¬ 
tions. However wise may be the improvements suggested in 
the Code, it will be difficult if not impossible, to fully appreciate 
the prospective benefits to flow from them without a trial; while, 
on the other hand, its omissions and deficiencies, of which no 
work of human hands (no matter by how much wisdom and 
learning guided) can be entirely free, will be fully manifested 
only in the light of experience. The provisions of the Code 
are to a great extent dependent on each other, and so connected 
as to form a system ; from this it results that it would be diff- 
cult for any one not intimately acquainted with it as a whole, to 
perceive the effect which a change of one part might have upon 
others, and how far it might mar the general arrangement, or to 
determine the consequences of striking out or inserting a sec¬ 
tion. Changing the Code by altering, adding to or striking 
out any of its provisions unless done with the utmost delibera¬ 
tion and circumspection, and with a view to the entire work, 
would probably make it contradictory and repugnant in itself, 
and increase the difficulty of construction so as to materially 
impair its usefulness. 

It is also to be considered that the work must be printed and 
distributed before it can go into operation, and therefore that its 
provisions can not be of force very long before the meeting of 
the next legislature. During the short period which must elapse 
after the promulgation of the code and before the meeting of 
the next General Assembly, the merits of the work will to some 
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extent be tested, its provisions thoroughly examined, its defects 
and omissions ascertained, and its advantages appreciated ; and 
at the next session of the General Assembly such alterations may 
be made as are found necessary. 

The public necessities have long required and the public voice 
long demanded in this State, a codification and reduction to a 
simple and intelligible system of the hitherto confused and un¬ 
digested mass of our statute laws. To discharge this duty, men 
deservedly standing high for their ability and fidelity to public 
trusts, have been appointed ; those men, with a full sense of the 
responsibility incident to their office, have prepared and pre¬ 
sented to the General Assembly, at the expense of great labor, a 
work which they deem (justly as your committee think } adequate 
to meet the public expectation and to satisfy the public necessi¬ 
ties. A work thus prepared is entitled to the full confidence, 
and claims the most favorable consideration at the hands of the 
General Assembly. 

Influenced by these considerations, the committee is of the 
opinion that the present responsibility in the preparation of the 
Code should be left where the action of a prior legislature de¬ 
posited it, and that the widest course now to be pursued is to 
adopt the Code and order it to be printed for distribution among 
the citizens of the State, so that it may be deliberately examined 
and such changes only hereafter be proposed as are considered 
essential after the maturest reflection. 

With this view, the J oint Committee respectfully submit the 
accompanying bill, and recommend its passage.

The most material alterations of the existing law made by the 

Code. 

SECTION 9. That when by any law a bond is required, an un¬ 
dertaking without seal is sufficient. 

SEC. 67 Requires the attorney general to give bond in the 
sum of ($10,000) ten thousand dollars. 

SEC. 126. Declares the obligatory effect of all official bonds 
upon the principal and securities therein, to extend. 

1st. To any breach of the condition during the time the off- 
cer continues in office, or discharges any of the duties thereof. 

2d. For the faithful discharge of such duties a may be re¬ 
quired of the officer, by any law passed subsequently to the exe¬ 
cution of he bond. 

3d. 0 the extent of the injury caused by any wrongful act, 
committed under color of office, as well as the failure to per- 
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form, or the improper or neglectful performance of those duties 
imposed by law. 

SEC. 128. That whenever an officer, required by law to give 
bond, acts under a bond which is not payable, approved and con¬ 
ditioned as prescribed by law, such bond is not void, but stands 
in the place of the official bond, subject, on its condition being 
broken, to all the remedies which the person aggrieved might 
have maintained on the official bond, executed, approved and 
filed according to law. 

ARTICLE 6, page 29. Prescribes proceedings to compel the de¬ 
livery of books, papers, property and money by public officers to 
their successors, for which in many instances no provision is 
made by the existing law. 

ART. 2, page 35. Provides for the laying oft' each county in 
the State into election precincts by the court of county commis¬ 
sioners; to define their boundaries and appoint a place of voting 
therein ; to number and record such election precincts, and not 
to change the same except on the first Monday in February, 

1853, and every three years thereafter: with the necessary provi¬ 
sions for recording and giving notice of the formation of such 
precinct, the places of voting, and any alterations that may be 
made in the same. 

ART. 5, page 48. Provides for the election of two justices of 
the peace and one constable for each election precinct. 

SEC. 339. That in the case of a tie between electors for Presi¬ 
dent and Vice President the Governor shall decide. 

Chapter 7, page 63. Provides a general law for elections on 
amendments to the constitution. 

SEC. 365. Declares that the comptroller has not authority in 
any case, unless expressly given by law, to receive any of the 
State revenue. 

SEC. 368. That the fiscal year shall end on the thirtieth day 
of September. (I nstead of the first day of November.) 

SEC. 387. Exempts from taxation all insane persons and their 
property to the value of ($1000) one thousand dollars. 

SEC. 388. 27th subdivision. Reduces tax on cards from fifty 
cents to ten cents. 

SEC. 388. 34th subdivision. Imposes a tax on revolving pistols 
of two dollars, and reduces the tax on bowie-knives, and knives 
of like kind and description, to two dollars. 

Sec. 390. Declares the tax year to be the year ending thirty- 
first day of August in each year. 

SEC. 399. Provides that the judge of probate of each county 
must, on the first day of each circuit court, furnish the foreman 
of the grand jury with a list of all licenses granted within the 
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two years preceding. (The present law only requires retailing 
licenses granted within the last twelve months.) 

ART. 7, page 83. Provides rules for the assessment of the pro¬ 
perty of corporations. (No rules under the present law.) 

SEC. 415. Provides for the appointment of tax assessors on 
the second Monday in August of each year. (I nstead of the first 
Monday in J anuary.) 

SEC. 418 . Makes it the duty of the assessor to assess persons, 
personal property and other items of taxation which are to be as¬ 
sessed by him, after the first of September and by the first day 
of the following J anuary. 

SEC. 422. That assessors must return their assessment books 
to the judge of probate by the first Monday in J anuary. (I n- 
stead of the first day of August.) 

SEC. 435. That the court of county commissioners must, on 
the second Monday in J anuary in each year, set for the purpose 
of examining and correcting the assessment books. (Instead of 
the second Monday in August as under present law.) 

SEC. 442. The lay collector's term commences from the first 
of March after his election. (Instead of the first of May. ) 

SEC. 446. That the tax collector must collect taxes by the 
first of September in each year. (I nstead of first Monday in 
J anuary.) 

SEC. 454. That after the sale of real property for taxes, the 
tax collector must make out and deliver to each purchaser a certi¬ 
ficate of purchase. (I nstead of a deed.) 

SEC. 456. Provides that if lands do not bring sufficient amount 
to pay taxes and expenses, to be bid off for, and the certificate of 
purchase to be made to the State, and delivered to the comp¬ 
troller. 

SEC. 458. the collector, within five days after the 
sale of lands for taxes, deliver to the judge of probate a statement 
showing the names of the purchasers, the purchase money, the 
lands sold to each purchaser, (be amount of taxes and costs ; 
which statement must be recorded by the judge of probate in 
book kept for that purpose, and if redeemed, the names of the 
person redeeming, and the amount paid, entered against the tract. 

SEC. 459. Provides for the redemption of land sold for taxes 
by payment to be made to the judge of probate, or in case it is 
bid off by the State, to the comptroller. 

SEC. 465. If not redeemed within two years, judge of probate 
to make title to purchaser, his heirs or assigns, by deed. 

SEC. 479. Payment to be made into the State treasury by the 
first Monday in September. (I nstead of the first Monday in J anu¬ 
ary.) 
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SEC. 491. Allows for assessment on property which has es¬ 
caped assessment any previous year twenty per cent, on the 
amount of tax when collected. 

ART. 1, page 101. In relation to school lands, substitutes school 
trustees in the place of commissioners of the sixteenth sections, 
so that there are but one set of officers: provides for their elec¬ 
tion, and prescribes their duties as to the sale and lease of school 
lands. 

SEC. 699. Extends the jurisdiction of justices to all actions 
founded on any wrong or injury, except slander, where the 
damages claimed do not exceed fifty dollars: and to all actions 
brought to recover specific property, where the value does not 
exceed fifty dollars. 

Chapter 10, page 142. Provides for the admission of attorneys 
by the supreme, chancery, or circuit courts, prescribes their du¬ 
ties : and also makes provision fur their removal or suspension. 

SEC. 750. Incorporates counties, with power to sue and be 
sued in any court of record. 

SEC. 756. Prescribes that the county jails must contain at least 
three apartments properly ventilated, so as to secure the health 
of prisoners : one for debtors, one for criminals, and one for fe¬ 
males. 

SEC. 811. Makes it the duty of the school trustees : 

1st. To ascertain the number of persons between the ages of 
eight and twenty-one years residing in their township, and to en¬ 
ter the same on their books. 

2d. To divide, if necessary, and their school funds are suffi¬ 
cient, their townships into convenient school districts. 

3d. To establish in each school district, for at least three 
months in each year, a school for instruction in the common En¬ 
glish branches : reading, writing, arithmetic, spelling, grammar 
and geography. 

4th. To locate such schools with reference to the convenience 
of the inhabitants of the township or school district, and to 
make all contracts, purchases and payments for school houses, 
building, repairing and furnishing the same. 

5th. To employ such teachers as they are salaried are capable 
of teaching the branches heretofore specified, and they may em¬ 
ploy teachers in other branches; but the remuneration for such 
must be by special tuition and not out of the school fund; and 
must not prejudice the advancement of the scholars in the En¬ 
glish branches. 

6th. At a special meeting, in each year, to apportion the an¬ 
nual rent of the school lands and the interest, of the school 
funds, after deducting therefrom the actual expenses occasioned 
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by the exercise of the powers confided to them, among the schol¬ 
ars between the ages of eight and twenty-one years actually at¬ 
tending the township school for three months during such year, 
to be paid to the teacher employed, if he has discharged his du¬ 
ty. 

SEC. 813. Provides that when the school fund in any town¬ 
ship is sufficient, the trustees may procure assistant teachers, or 
appropriate any surplus to the purchase of books or apparatus, or 
for the tuition in natural and experimental philosophy, agricultu¬ 
ral chemistry, or other studies. 

SEC. 814. That townships in which the school fund is too small 
to establish a separate school may unite with adjoining town¬ 
ships, and unite the funds of such townships in employing a 
teacher, locating the school with reference to the convenience of 
the inhabitants of the townships so united. 

SEC. 15. That the trustees of the townships so united form a 
joint board, to control and direct the school funds of such town¬ 
ships. 

SEC.817. That if any township is unable, from the smallness 
of the school fund, or from the sparseness of population, to es¬ 
tablish a school with any other township, the school fund of such 
township is to be appointed between the scholars thereof ac¬ 
tually attending a township school in any other township for 
three months in any one year, to be paid to the teacher on his 
affidavit, that such scholars, designating them by name, attend¬ 
ed school for such length of time, and producing the certificate 
of the trustees of the township in which the school was taught, 
that he discharged as a teacher. 

Chapter 3, page 186. The appointment of patrols is given to 
the justices of the election precincts, instead of the captain of 
the beats. 

SEC. 1249. Provides that all the conveyances of lands may be 
made by instrument in writing. 

SEC. 1257. That the recording in the proper office of any 
conveyance of property which may be legally admitted to re¬ 
cord operates as a notice of the contents of such conveyance 
without any acknowledgment or probate thereof. 

SEC. 1261. That powers of attorney, or other instruments 
conferring authority to convey property, may be proven or ac¬ 
knowledged in the same manner, and must be received as evi¬ 
dence to the same extent as conveyances. 

SEC. 1265. That conveyances by married women of real pro¬ 
perty, stocks in incorporated companies, and shares in manufac¬ 
turing associations, are inoperative unless attested by two witnes- 
es or acknowledged in the mode and before an officer authorised 
to take acknowledgments of conveyances. 
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SEC. 1268. That when any person having an estate for life or 
years in personal property removes to this State with such prop¬ 
erty, the conveyance creating such estate must be recorded in 
the county to which it is brought within twelve months there¬ 
after ; and if such property is removed to another county, then in 
such county within four months after its removal thereto, or 
such property must be taken to vest absolutely in such persons 
as to creditors and purchasers without notice. 

SEC. -That personal property, conveyed in consideration of 
maariage, when the possession remains with the husband, or the 
husband and the wife, must be taken as the property of the hus¬ 
band, in favor of purchasers without notice and creditors ; unless 
such conveyance is recorded in the county of the husband's res¬ 
idence; within twelve months after such possession commenced 
in this State, and if the husband removes to another county ; 
within four mouths after such removal. 

SEC. 1281. No estate in lands can be created by way of con¬ 
tingent remainder, but every estate created by any will or con¬ 
veyance, which might have taken effect as a contingent re¬ 
mainder, or executory devise, his the same property and effects 
as the latter estate. 

SEC. 49, 1287. When a remainder, created by deed or will is 
limited to the heirs, issue, or heirs of the body, of a person to 
whom a life estate in the same property is given, the persons who 
on the termination of the life estate are the heirs, issue, or heirs 
of the body, of such tenant for life, are entitled to take as pur- 
chances by virtue of the remainder limited to them. 

SEC.1293. No trust of estate for the purpose of accumulation 
only, can have any force or effect for a longer term than ten 
years, unless when for the benefit of a minor in being, at the 
dale of the conveyance ; or if by will, at the death of the testa¬ 
tor ; in which case the trust may extend to the termination of 
such minority. 

SEC. 1294. That no leasehold estate can be created for a long¬ 
er term than twenty years. 

SEC. 1300. In all cases in which a payment has been or may 
be made, to a trustee authorised to receive the same, the person 
making such payment is not responsible for its application ac¬ 
cording to the trust, nor can any right or title derived from such 
trustee in consideration of such payment, be impeached on ac¬ 
count of any misapplication of the same; unless it be made to 
appear that the person making such payment colluded with the 
trustee, or knew of his intention to waste or mismanage the 
fund. 

SEC. 1305. Upon the death of a sole or surviving trustee of 
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an express trust, the trust estate does not descend to his heirs or 
pass to his personal representatives. 

SEC. 1312. No disposition by virtue of a power is void in law 
or equity, on the ground that it was more extensive than was 
authorised by the power, but every estate or interest thus created 
is valid so far as the same is conferred by the power. 

SEC. 1316. When a disposition under a power is directed to 
be made between or among several persons, without specifying 
the sum or share to be allotted to each, all the persons designated 
are entitled to an equal proportion ; but when the terms of the 
power import that the estate or fund is to be distributed between 
the persons so designated, in such manner or proportion as the 
trustee of the power may think proper, the distribution or appor¬ 
tionment made by such trustee cannot, be impeached in law or 
equity, on the ground that it is unsubstantial, illusory or nom¬ 
inal. 

SEC. 1317. If the trustee of a power, with the right of selec¬ 
tion, dies, leaving the power unexecuted : its execution may be 
decreed in equity for the equal benefit, of all the persons desig¬ 
nated as the objects of the trust. 

SEC. 1319. When a disposition under an appointment, or a 
power, is directed to be made to, or among the children of any 
person, without restricting it to any particular children, it may 
be exercised in favor of the grand children, or other descendants, 
of such person. 

SEC. 1321. When lands are devised to several executors, or a 
naked power given them by will to sell, the survivor or survi¬ 
vors, and the acting executor or executors, when any one or 
more of them resigns, or refuses to act, or is removed by a court 
of competent jurisdiction, and also an administrator with the 
will annexed, has the same interest in, and power over such 
lands, for the purposes of making sale thereof, as the executors 
named in such will might have had. 

SEC. 1322. When a power is vested in several persons, and 
previous to the execution one or more of such persons die, it may 
be executed by the survivor or survivors. 

SEC 1323. Every special and beneficial power is liable in equi¬ 
ty to the claims of creditors; and the execution of the same may 
be decreed for their benefit. 

SEC. 1467. All private corporations whose charters expire by 
their own limitation, or are annulled by forfeiture or dissolved 
for any other cause, exist as bodies corporate for the term of five 
yea's after such dissolution, for the purpose of prosecuting or de¬ 
fending suits by or against them, settling their business, dispos¬ 
ing of their property and dividing their capital stock ; but not

for the purpose of continuing the business for which they have 
been or may be established. 

SEC. 1510. No person within this State must be charged as an 
acceptor of a bill of exchange unless his acceptance is in writing 
signed by himself or agent. 

SEC. 1511. An unconditional promise in writing to accept a 
bill before it is drawn, amounts to an actual acceptance. 

SEC. 1520. In all cases where notice of the non-acceptance of 
a bill of exchange, or non-payment of a bill of exchange, pro¬ 
missory note, or other negotiable instrument, is given by sending 
the same by mail, it is sufficient if such notice is directed to the 
place where the person sought to be charged by such notice, re¬ 
sided at the time of making, drawing, or endorsing such bill, 
note, or negotiable instrument; or to post office nearest to his re¬ 
sidence at that time unless at the time of appending his signa¬ 
ture to such bill, note, or negotiable instrument, be specified 
thereon the post office to which he requires the notice to be ad¬ 
dressed. 

SEC. 1529. That every contract for the sale of goods, chattels 
or things in action, for a price exceeding two hundred dollars, is 
void, unless such agreement or some note or memorandum there¬ 
of, expressing the consideration is in writing, and subscribed by 
the party to be charged therewith, or some other person by him 
thereunto lawfully authorised in writing ; unless the buyer ac¬ 
cepts and receive part of the goods and chattels ; or evidences, 
or some of them, of such things in action ; or unless the buyer 
at the time pay some part of the purchase money. 

SEC. 1531. No action can be maintained to charge any per¬ 
son, by reason of any representation or assurance made concern¬ 
ing the character, conduct, ability, trade or dealings of any per¬ 
son, when such action is brought by the person to whom such 
representation or assurance was made, unless the same is in wri¬ 
ting, signed by the party sought to be charged. 

ARTICLE 5, page 294. Provides in case of gambling or wager¬ 
ing contracts; that the money or thing lost may be recovered 
back : 

1st. By the party losing, within six months. 

2d. By any person, for the use of the wife, or if no wife, the 
child or children; and if no child, the next of the kin of the lo¬ 
ser, within twelve months. 

3d. By any attaching or judgment creditor of the loser; by 
garnishment, within two years. 

SEC. 1554. There is no distinction between the whole and the 
half blood in the same degree, unless the inheritance came to 
the intestate by descent, devise or gilt from; or of, some one of 
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his ancestors, in which case all those who are not of the blood of 
such ancestor are excluded from the inheritance, as against those 
of the same degree. 

SEC. 1584. Every devise made by a testator in express terms 
of all his real estate, or in any other terms denoting his intention 
to devise of all his real property, must be construed to pass all 
the real estate which he was entitled to devise at the time of his 
death. 

SEC. 1584. When any estate; real or personal, is devised or be¬ 
queathed to a child, or other descendant, of the testator, and such 
devisee or legatee dies in the lifetime of such testator, leaving a 
child or other descendant, surviving such testator, such legacy 
does not lapse, but vests in such child or descendant, as if such 
devisee or legatee had survived the testator and died intestate. 

SEC. 1590. No will is effectual to pass real personal property, 
except in the cases hereinafter provided for, unless the same is in 
writing, signed by the testator or some, person in his presence 
and by his direction, and attested by at, least two witnesses, who 
must subscrbe their names thereto, in the presence of the tes¬ 
tator. 

SEC. 1591. An unwritten will of personal property is valid, 
when the property bequeathed thereby dues not exceed five 
hundred dollars. 

SEC. 1635. No person must be deemed a fit person to serve as 
executor: 

1st. Who is under the age of twenty-one years. 

2d. Who is not an inhabitant of this State. 

3d. Who has been convicted of any infamous crime. 

5th. Who, from intemperance, improvidence, or want of un¬ 
derstanding, is incompetent to discharge the duties of the trust. 

SEC. 1645. Administration of an estate, must be granted to 
some one of the persons herein named, if willing to accept, and 
fit to serve, in the following order: 

1st. The husband or the widow. 

2d. The next of kin entitled to share in the distribution of the 
estate. 

3d. The largest creditor of the estate. 

4th. Such person as the judge of probate may appoint. 

SEC. 1647. If several persons of the same decree of kindred 
to the intestate are entitled to the administration, males are to be 
preferred to females, and the whole blood to the half blood. 

SEC 1714. When the deceased leaves a widow, or a child or 
children under the age of twenty-one years, members of his 
family, the following property is exempt from sale for the pay¬ 
ment of his debts: 
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1st. All articles of apparel of the widow and children, and all 
yard and cloth on hand intended for their use or consumption. 

2d. The wearing apparel of the deceased, which must be dis¬ 
tributed among the family, at the discretion of the executor or 
administrator, unless otherwise disposed of by the deceased. 

3d. The family bible, and all school and prayer books in use 
of the family, and all family portraits and miniatures. 

4th. The spinning-wheels, looms, cards and other Implements 
of industry in use in the family; and as many bedsteads, beds and 
bedding, and other household and kitchen furniture as may be 
necessary for the use of the family. 

5th. Such grain, stores and groceries on hand as may be ne¬ 
cessary for the subsistence of the family for twelve months. 

6th. If it is found necessary to sell all the real property for the 
payment of debts, the widow, or if there is no widow the exec¬ 
utor or administrator, must select real estate to the value of five 
hundred dollars, to include the homestead, or some portion there¬ 
of, to be estimated by appraisers, and set off by metes and bounds; 
which is exempt from sale, and the title to which vests in such 
widow and child or children, or in the widow, if there be no 
children, or in such child or children, if no widow. 

SEC. 1717. The debts against estate are to be paid in the fol¬ 
lowing order: 

1st. Funeral expenses. 

2d. The fees and charges of administration. 

3d. Expenses of the last sickness. 

4th. Taxes assessed on the estate of the deceased previous to 
his death. 

5th. Debts due to overseers, as such, for services rendered for 
the year of the death of the decedent. 

6th. The other debts of the deceased. 

SEC. 1904. Any subsequent administrator, or administrator 
with the will annexed, may have execution on judgment reco¬ 
vered by any person who preceded him in the administration of 
the same estate, without reviving the same, or without any pro¬ 
ceeding to notify the defendant in such judgment. 

SEC. 1911. No person is liable to an action as executor of his 
own wrong, for having taken, received or interfered with the 
property of a deceased person ; but is responsible to the executor 
or administrator for the value of all property so taken or received, 
and for all the damages caused by his acts to the estate of the 
deceased. 

SEC. 1916. When the death of a person is caused by the 
wrongful act or omission of another, the personal representative 
of the former may maintain an action against the latter at any 
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time within one year thereafter, if the former could have main¬ 
tained an action against the latter for the same act or omission, 
had he lived. 

Sec. 1917. The damages recovered in such action cannot ex¬ 
ceed three years' income of the deceased, and in no case three 
thousand dollars; the amount recovered is for the benefit of the 
widow ; if there be none, then for the benefit of the child or 
children ; if there be none, then to be distributed amongst the 
next of kin of the deceased, as other personal property. 

SEC. 2105. Every action founded on promissory note, bond 
or other contract, express or implied, for the payment of money, 
must be prosecuted in the name of the party really interested, 
whether he has the legal title or not, subject to any defence the 
payer, obligor or debtor may have had against the payee, obli¬ 
gee or creditor, previous to the notice of the assignment or trans¬ 
fer; but this clause does not apply to instruments payable in 
bank, or at a private banking house ; in all other cases the suit 
must be instituted in the name of the person having the legal 
title. 

SEC. 2106 In all cases where suits are brought in the name 
of the person having the legal right for the use of another, the 
beneficiary must be considered as the sole party on the re¬ 
cord. 

SEC. 2114. A citizen of this State, or domestic corporation; 
may bring suit against the State of Alabama, in the circuit 
court of the county where he resides, or in which such corpora¬ 
tion is located, which must in all respects be governed by the 
same rules as suits between individuals. 

SEC. 2110. If judgment is rendered against the state, it is 
the duty of the comptroller, on the cirtificate of the clerk of the 
court, together with that of the judge who tried the cause, that 
the recovery was just; issue his warrant for the amount but no 
certificate must issue until six months after the recovery of judg¬ 
ment. 

SEC. 2120. A defendant against whom an action is pending 
upon any contract for the, payment of money, may, at any time 
before issue joined, make affidavit in writing, that a person not a 
party to the action, and without collusion with him, claims the 
money in controversy, and deposit the money in court, praying 
an order that the person so claiming the money be substituted 
in his place. The court must thereupon direct notice to he given 
to the claimant of the money, and the plaintiff; and may in its 
discretion after such notice has been served, make the order 
prayed for, and thereupon the substituted defendant stands in the 
place of the original defendant, and the latter is discharged from 
liability. 
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SEC. 2129. For any breach of any official bond or undertak¬ 
ing, of any officer of this state, executor; administrator, or guar¬ 
dian, the person aggrieved may sue in his own name, assigning 
the appropriate breach. 

SEC. 2132. All actions on contracts, express or implied, all 
personal actions, except for injuries to the person or reputation, 
survive in favor of and against personal representative. 

Chapter 2, page 409. Provides for the commencement of suit 
by summons. 

SEC. 2141. The summons must be executed at least three 
days before the return day thereof and be returned to the office 
whence it issued on or before the return day ; but when the 
summons has been executed twenty days or more before the re¬ 
turn day, it must be returned within five days after its execu¬ 
tion. 

SEC. 2146. When the state of Alabama is a defendant, the 
summons must be executed by leaving a copy of the summons 
and complaint with the governor. 

SEC. 2148. When a county is defendant, the summons must 
be executed by leaving a copy of the summons and complaint 
with the judge of probate. 

SEC. 2194. The defendant in an action of libel or slander, 
may prove in the general issue in mitigation of damages, that 
the charge was made by a mistake or through inadvertence, and 
that he has retracted the same, and offered amends before suit, 
by publishing an apology in a newspaper, when the charge had 
been thus promulgated ; or verbally in the presence of witnesses, 
when the accusation was verbal or written, and had offered to 
certify the same in writing. 

SEC. 2195. If the defendant, after or before suit brought, 
make such recantation and amends, and also tender the plaintiff 
a compensation in money, and bring the same into court, the 
plaintiff can recover no costs, if the jury believe and find the 
tender was sufficient. 

SEC. 2199. I n all actions of slander, verbal or written, the 
truth of the words spoken or written, or the circumstances un¬ 
der which they were spoken or written, may be given in evi¬ 
dence under the general issue, in mitigation of damages. 

SEC. 2208. All actions on contracts, express or implied, for 
the payment of money, whether under seal or not, may be uni¬ 
ted in the same action ; but a contract upon which it is necessary 
to assign a special breach, cannot be united in the same com¬ 
plaint with a contract, on which no such breach is necessary. 

SEC. 2211. The fact whether a plea is in bar or abatement, 
is ascertained by subject matter, and prayer of the plea. 
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SEC. 2212. Mutual debts, liquidated or unliquidated demands 
not sounding in damages merely, subsisting between the parties 
at the time of suit brought, may be set off against the other by 
the defendant or his personal representative, whether the legal 
title be in the defendant or not, such set off, if found for the de¬ 
fendant, extinguishing, either in whole or in part, as the case 
may be, the plaintiffs demand. 

SEC. 2216. The provisions in relation to set off do not apply 
to bills of exchange, or notes payable in bank, or at a private 
banking house, which have been in good faith negotiated before 
maturity. 

SEC. 2223. By leave of the court for cause shown, the de¬ 
fendant may file more than one replication, and the same rule 
applies to all subsequent pleadings. 

SEC. 2229. When the summons is executed twenty days pre¬ 
vious to the return term thereof it must be placed on the trial 
docket, and stands for trail at the first term, unless good cause 
be shown for a continuance. 

SEC. 2255. All receipts, releases and discharges in writing, 
whether of a debt of record, or a contract under seal, or other¬ 
wise, must have effect according to the intention of the parties 
to the same. 

SEC. 2256. All settlements in writing, made in good faith for 
the compromise of debts, must be taken as evidence, and held to 
operate according to the intention of the parties, though no re¬ 
lease under seal is given, and no new consideration has passed. 

SEC. 2257. Whenever it appears that process is regular on its 
face, and is issued by the competent authority, a sheriff, or other 
ministerial officer, is justified in the execution of the same, what¬ 
ever may be the defect in the proceedings on which it was 
issued. 

SEC. 2272. The original entries in the books of a physician 
are evidence for him in all actions brought for the recovery of 
his medical services, that the service was rendered, unless the 
defendant in open court deny upon oath the truth of such en¬ 
tries, but he is required to prove the value of such services; 
where the denial is by a personal representative of the party, it 
is sufficient for him to swear that he believes it to be untrue. 

SEC. 2273. Prices current, and commercial lists, printed at 
any commercial mart, arc presumptive evidence of the value of 
any article of merchandise specified therein, at that place, at the 
date thereof, and of the rate of exchange between that and other 
places; also of the rates of insurance, freights, and the times of 
the arrival, and departure, of ships and other vessels. 

SEC. - No objection must be allowed to the competency of a 
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witness in any legal proceedings, whether examined orally or by 
deposition, because the witness has been rendered infamous by a 
conviction for any crime, except perjury or a subornation of 
perjury, or because he is interested in the event of the suit, or 
liable for costs, unless the verdict and judgment would be evi¬ 
dence for him in another suit; but the objection for such cause 
goes to his credit. This section must not be construed as to 
authorise parties to be witness further than is authorised by the 
provisions of this code, or to prevent any witness being discredit¬ 
ed by proof that he is unworthy of belief in a court of justice; 
nor must it change or qualify the mode or manner of establish¬ 
ing or proving the execution of conveyances of property or wills, 
as regulated by this code. 

SEC. 2287. In all suits upon contracts where the defendant 
has been personally served with process, when the matter in 
controversy does not exceed three hundred dollars, the plaintiff 
is competent to establish the correctness of the demand by his 
own oath, if the defendant is a resident of the state, unless he 
in open court denies upon oath the truth of the facts proposed 
to be sworn to by the plaintiff. 

SEC. 2288. The plaintiff must give the defendant or his at¬ 
torney five days' notice of his intention to establish the demand 
by bis own oath, unless the defendant resides out of and has no 
attorney of record within the county ; in which case, notice 
filed in the clerk's office ten days, has the same effect. 

SEC. 2290. The two preceding sections do not apply where 
executors, administrators, trustees, or guardians, are defendants. 

Article 5, p. 439. Provides for perpetuating the testimony of 
witnesses. 

SEC. 2351. I n all actions to recover damages for costs, the plain¬ 
tiff recovers no more costs than damages, when such damages do 
not exceed twenty dollars, unless the presiding judge certifies that 
greater damages should have been awarded : and on failure to 
certify, judgment must be rendered against the plaintiff for such 
residue. 

SEC. 2361. When either party introduces on the trial any ex¬ 
ecution, bond, or other matter of evidence, certified by any officer, 
whose certificate makes the copy thereof evidence, the fees & al¬ 
lowed by law to such officer or person for the transcript thereof, 
and certificate must be allowed as costs. 

SEC. 2361. The certificate of a witness entitles him to de¬ 
mand of the party summoning him the amount therein stated, 
and is presumptive evidence that such amount due in any pro¬ 
ceeding instituted for its recovery ; and if in any civil cause, on 
demand thereof of the party summoning him, or his agent, or in 
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the case of his being a non-resident, of his attorney, the same is 
not paid, the witness is not obliged to appear again as a witness 
in the same case, until his fees are paid. 

SEC. 2378. The courts respectively must, while the cause is 
in progress, amend all and every imperfection, and defect of 
form, on motion of the party, without costs, and without delay, 
unless injustice will thereby he done to the opposite party ; and 
must admit the amendment of the complaint, by striking out, or 
adding, new parties, plaintiffs and defendants, upon such terms 
and conditions the justice of the case may require. 

SEC. 2379. Any mistake in the Christian or surname of the 
party, sum of money; quantity of merchandise, day, month, or 
year, in the summons, complaint, or other pleading, the same 
being right in any part of the record, or proceedings, must after 
judgment be considered as having been amended while the cause 
was in progress. 

Chapter 17, page 453. Provides for a rehearing at law in cer¬ 
tain cases it which otherwise the party would be forced into 
chancery. 

SEC. 2431. A writ of fieri facias is a lien within the county 
in which it is received by the officer, on the land and personal 
property of the defendant, subject to levy and sale from the time 
only that the writ is received by the sheriff, which lien con¬ 
tinues as long as the writ is regularly issued and delivered to the 
sheriff, without the lapse of an entire term. 

SEC. 2443. When property is restored to the defendant on the 
execution of a forthcoming bond, and the same dies, or is de¬ 
stroyed, before the day for the delivery thereof without fault on 
his part, the obligors in the bond may tender the value thereof 
to the plaintiff, his agent, or attorney ; and if such tender is re¬ 
fused, the obligors in such bond' may, on petition to the judge 
of the circuit court, supersede the same. 

SEC. 3012. Limits the time within which appeals must be 
taken to two years, except upon existing judgments. 

SEC. 2462. No act, promise, or acknowledgement, is sufficient 
to remove the bar to a suit created by the statute of limitations, or 
is evidence of a new or continuing contract, except a partial pay¬ 
ment made upon the contract by the party sought to be charged, 
before the bar is complete, or an unconditional promise, in wri¬ 
ting, signed by the party to be charged thereby. 

SEC. 2464. When a right exists, but a demand is necessary to 
entitle a party to action against any officer, agent, or attorney, 
the limitation commences from the commission or omission of 
the act giving the right of action, and not from the date of the 
demand.

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Chapter 5, page 514. Provides a proceeding as a substitute of 
the will of quo warranto. 

SEC. 285 I. When a bill is filed for any other purpose than dis- 
covey only, the plaintiff may waive in or upon the bill, the an¬ 
swer being made on the oath of the defendants or either of them, 
and in such case the answer is entitled to no more weight than 
the bill. 

SEC. 2803. I n cases where it is necessary to make any persons 
defendants to a bill, and the names of all, or any of them are 
unknown and cannot be ascertained on diligent enquiry, and the 
plaintiff annexes to his bill an affidavit that the names of such 
persons are unknown : that he has made diligent enquiry to as¬ 
certain the same ; and that their residence, as he believes, is not 
in this state, proceedings may be had and a decree rendered 
against them, without naming them ; and the register must make 
publication, as in case of non-residents, in such paper as he 
thinks proper; describing such unknown parties, as near as may 
be, by the character in which they are sued, and with reference 
to their title or interest in the subject matter. 

SEC. 2890. The defendant may obtain relief against the com¬ 
plainant for any cause connected with, or growing out of the 
subject matter of the bill, by alleging in his answer, and as part 
thereof, the facts upon which such relief is prayed, and require 
the complainant to answer the same upon oath. 

SEC.2891. The matter thus put in issue must be considered in 
the nature of a cross bill; and be heard at the same time as the 
original bill. 

SEC. 2892. The defendant may waive the answer of the com¬ 
plainant to such new matter, being made upon oath, which 
waiver must be made in or upon the answer; and in such case, 
the answer of the compliant to such new matter is not evi¬ 
dence, unless the defendant use it as such. 

SEC. 2893. The complainant must file his answer to such new 
matter, under the same rules and regulations provided for the an¬ 
swers of defendants to original bills. 

SEC. 2888. If the defendant wishes to examine the complain¬ 
ant, touching the subject matter of the bill, or his defence, he 
may after filing his answer, exhibit interroagtories to the com¬ 
plainant, and call upon him to answer the same ; and, on his fail¬ 
ure to answer them, within such time as may be prescribed by 
the register, his bill must be dismissed, with costs, unless such 
time is extended. 

SEC. 2889. Exceptions may be taken to such interrogatories, 
and heard before the register, at such time as he may prescribe, on 
reasonable notice to the defendant or his solicitor, subject to an 
appeal to the chancellor. 
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SEC. 2958. Receivers can only be appointed by the chancellor, 
and where an application is made in vacation, reasonable notice 
of the time of such application, and the person to whom it will 
be submitted, must he given, or a good reason shown to the chan¬ 
cellor for the failure to give the same. 

SEC. 2976. Executions issued on decrees of a court of chan¬ 
cery, for the payment or recovery of money, are liens upon real 
and personal property, subject to execution, from their delivery 
to the officer, in the same manner, and to the same extent, and 
the rules to the priority of liens from such court, are the same 
as in courts of law. 

SEC. 3056. Every person convicted of the crime of man¬ 
slaughter, by voluntarily depriving a human being of life, is 
guilty of manslaughter in the first degree, and must, on convic¬ 
tion, be punished by imprisonment in the penitentiary, not less 
than two, or more than ten years, or by fine, not less than five 
hundred dollars, and imprisonment in the county jail, not more 
than one year, at the discretion of the jury. 

SEC. 3242. Any person who passes, or circulates, in this State, 
any bank bill of a less denomination than five dollars, not issued 
under the authority of this State, must, on conviction, be fined 
not exceeding fifty dollars. 

SEC. 3432. There must not be less than fifteen persons sworn 
on any grand jury. 

SEC. 3455. Makes it the duty of the grand jury to examine 
into the condition of the county treasury, and the bonds of all 
county officers, as to their correctness or sufficiency, and to re¬ 
port upon the same. 

SEC. 3460. A member of the grand jury may be required 
by any court to disclose the testimony of a witness examined 
before the grand jury for the purpose of ascending if it is con¬ 
sistent with that given by the witness before the court, or to dis¬ 
close the testimony given before them by any person, upon a 
charge against him for perjury in giving his testimony, or upon 
his trial therefor. 

SEC. 3462. If any member of the grand jury is charged with 
an indictable offence, or is a prosecutor, or if the offence was 
committed against his person or property, or if he is connected, 
by blood or marriage, with the person charged, he must not be 
present at or take part in the deliberations of his fellow jurors 
thereon. 

SEC. 3070. The indictment must contain : 

1st. The name of the State, the county, court and term at 
which it is preferred. 

2d. A statement of the facts constituting the offence in ordi- 
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nary and concise language, without prolixity or repetition, and 
in such a manner as to enable a person of common understanding 
to know what is intended ; and in no case are the words, "force 
and arms,” or "contrary to the statute” necessary. 

Sec. 3475. When the offences are of the same character and 
subject to the same punishment, the defendant may be charged 
with the commission of either in the same court in the alter¬ 
native. 

SEC. 3473. When the same offence may be committed with 
different intents, the intent may be charged in the same count, in 
the alternative. 

SEC. 3478. When any act is criminal, if producing different 
results, such results may be charged in the same count, in the 
alternative. 

SEC. 3482. It is not necessary for the indictment, to alledge 
when the offence was committed, but the proof must show it to 
have been within the jurisdiction of the county in which the 
indictment is preferred. 

SEC. 3489. When an offence has been committed upon or in 
relation to any personal property belonging to one of several 
partners or owners, it is sufficient to charge such property as be¬ 
longing to any one or more of such partners or owners. 

SEC. 3494. The distinction between an accessory before the 
fact and a principal, and between a principal in the first and 
second degrees of felony, is abolished : and all persons concerned 
in the commission of a felony, whether they directly commit 
the act constituting the offence or aid or abet in its commission, 
must hereafter be indicted, tried and punished, as principal, as in 
the case of misdemeanors. 

SEC. 3495. When an indictment is lost, mislaid or destroyed; 
the court, on satisfactory proof thereof, must direct a new indict¬ 
ment to be preferred at the term at which such proof is made, 
or at the subsequent term : and in such case, the time elapsing 
between the finding of the first indictments so lost, mislaid or de¬ 
stroyed, and the day on which the subsequent indictment is 
found, must be deducted from the time limited for the prosecu¬ 
tion of the offence for which the defendant is indicted. 

SEC. 3532. When any criminal prosecution has been commenced 
by indictment, or otherwise, and a witness for the defendant is dan¬ 
gerously ill he may, on application and affidavit of such fact, obtain 
an order from the clerk of the court of the county in which such 
prosecution was commenced, or indictment pending, or any circuit 
judge, to examine such witness on interrogatories, serving the so¬ 
licitor with a copy of such interrogatories, for such time as such 
judge or clerk may prescribe; but such evidence cannot be used 
on the trial, without proof of the death of the witness. 
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3534. No subpoena must be issued, unless the defendant is in 
custody, or has given bail to answer to the offence. 

3572. I n an indictment against several, if the jury cannot 
agree as to the verdict as to all, they may render a verdict as to 
those in regard to whom they agree, on which a judgment must 
be rendered accordingly ; and the case as to the other defendants 
may be tried by another jury. 

3584. All fines and forfeitures arising out of criminal cases 
removed to another county, go to the county from which such trial 
was removed, and judgment must be rendered in favor of the state, 
for the use of such county. 

SEC. 3585. The certificates of the state witnesses, in case of the 
acquittal of the defendant, or in case of his insolvency or connec¬ 
tion, upon being certified by the clerk of the court in which the 
trial is had, must be received in payment of the public dues of 
the county from which such trial was removed, or paid out of the 
fines and forfeitures of such county. 

SEC. 3848. In case of the death of the lessee of the penitentiary 
before the termination of his lease, the inspectors must imme¬ 
diately employ a fit person to take charge of the penitentiary as 
warden, and employ the other necessary officers and guards until 
the appointments made by the governor, as hereinafter directed ; 
and the compensation of such officers and guards, when certified 
by the inspectors, and approved by the governor, must be paid 
out of the state treasury. 

SEC. 3840. Such warden, officers and guards, are for the time 
being under the direction and control of the inspectors, who 
must during such, direct the labor of the convicts, as may be 
most beneficial for the state. 

SEC. 3350, 3851. Provide that upon notice of the death of the 
lessee, the governor shall proceed to lease the penitentiary, &c. 

SEC. 3862. No sheriff, jailor, or other officer, charged with the 
custody of a prisoner, is entitled to any allowance for keeping or 
removing such prisoner from the state or county, if such prisoner 
escapes from the custody of such sheriff or jailor.

The committee on Internal Improvement to whom was referred 
the second biennial report of the state geologist, have had the same 
under consideration. 

The committee regard the act creating this office ns one found¬ 
ed on tlie most enlightened policy. The beneficial effects of pro¬ 
fessor Tuomey's first report are already being felt in the mineral 
regions of the state; and the committee does not doubt that a full 
and complete execution of a geological survey of the state, will 
not only furnish the quota which this state owes to geological sci¬ 
ence, but lead to the development, of resources hitherto dormant, 
give new impetus to industry, and increase the permanent strength 
of the state, by diversifying the employment of her citizens. 

I mpressed by these considerations and in the full conviction that 
the best interests of the State are to be subserved by the diffusion 
of correct information as to our great mineral wealth, the com¬ 
mittee have instructed me to report the following joint resolution, 
and recommend its passage: 

Be it enacted, &c. That twenty-five hundred copies of the second 
biennial report of professor Tuomey, State geologist, be printed 
for distribution; that said printing be conducted under the direc¬ 
tion of the governor of the state, and shall be made to conform to 
the manner in which the first report was published ; that copies of 
said report when printed shall be disposed of as follows: fifty cop¬ 
ies to the author, ten copies to each senator and representative, 
one copy to each state of the Union, the remaining copies to be 
placed under the direction of the governor for distribution by him 
and the trustees of the University among colleges and other scien¬ 
tific institutions, in such manner as will best serve to disseminate 
correct information as to the great mineral wealth of the state.

When either of said companies shall have procured bone fide 
subscriptions for the capital stock in said company to an amount 
sufficient to grade, bridge and prepare for the iron rails the whole 
extent of the main track line proposed to be constructed by said 
company, and it shall be shown by said company to the satisfac¬ 
tion of the governor, by the affidavits of the president and chief 
engineer of said company, and by such other proof as he may re¬ 
quire, that said subscriptions are valid and solvent, and whenever 
said company shall have constructed, completed, and in all respects 
placed in running order a section of thirty miles of said road with¬ 
in the limits of the State, and full paid for the same out of the sub¬ 
scriptions of stock to said company, and that fact is shown to the 
satisfaction of the governor by such proof as he may require, and 
also that there is no lien or incumbrance of any description on said 
section, or any part thereof, and further, that the iron rails put 
upon said section are either the U rail, of not less than eighty tons 
to the mile, or the T rail, of not less than ninety tons to the mile, 
then the bonds of said compony to the extent of $250,000 shall be 
endorsed by the governor under the seal of the State; and when¬ 
ever a second section of thirty miles of said road within the limits 
of the State shall be graded, bridged and fully prepared for the re¬ 
ception of the iron rails, with good materials for putting on the 
rails and equipments, and the governor is (by such proof as he 
may require) satisfied of this fact, and further, that said first and 
second sections, or either of them, or any part thereof, are not sub¬ 
ject to any lien or incumbrance whatever, then the stationary lien 
in favor of the State as hereinafter provided for, and also that all 
the work done, materials used, and expenses incurred on said sec¬ 
ond section in grading, bridges, and preparing the same for the re¬ 
ception of the iron rails, have been fully paid for out of the sub¬ 
scriptions of stock to said company, and the proceeds of said bonds 
for $250,000, endorsed by the governor, on the completion of the 
first section, then the bonds of said company for the further sum of 
$250 000, shall be endorsed by the governor under the seal of the 
State. 

Provided, There had been no default made in reference to the 
bonds endorsed for the first section of thirty miles, and that in 
all cases of such endorsement the Governor shall require the

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bond of the company, with full and ample personal security, con¬ 
ditional that the proceeds so endorsed by the Governor, with the 
exception in the case, of the Memphis and Charleston Railroad 
Company, hereinafter mentioned, shall be used by said com¬ 
pany for the purpose of procuring rails, (of the description above 
specified ) chains, spikes and equipments for said road, and not 
otherwise. And in case of all of said road, except the Mobile 
and Ohio Road, that said iron rails, chains, spikes and equip¬ 
ments so purchased with the proceeds of said bonds, shall be 
placed on that portion of said road within the limits of this State, 
and not otherwise. 

Provided however, That in the case of the Memphis and 
Charleston Railroad, it shall be a condition of each of said bonds 
executed by the company to the Governor, that $40,000 of the 
proceeds of each of said set of bonds for $250,000, so endorsed, 
shall be applied to the construction of the branch from a point 
at or near Tuscumbia on said road, to the north side of the Ten¬ 
nessee river. 

SEC 5. Be it enacted, & c., That the governor is hereby autho¬ 
rised to endorse the bonds of the Alabama and Tennessee River 
Railroad company for the further sum of $250,000, in addition 
to the endorsement in the foregoing section, provided for as fol¬ 
lows: When said company shall have constructed, completed in 
all respects placed in good running order, with iron rails of the 
description in the foregoing section mentioned, one hundred 
miles of said road, and fully paid for the same out of the subscrip¬ 
tion of stock to said company and the proceeds of said bond for 
$250,000, endorsed by virtue of the foregoing section of this act, 
and the Governor is ( by written affidavits of the officers of said 
company, and by such other proof as he may require) satisfied 
of these facts, and also that there is no lien or incumbrance 
other than the statutory lien in favor of the State on said road, 
then the bonds of said company to the extent of $250,000 shall 
be endorsed by the Governor under the seal of the State ; the 
Governor first taking bond, with the same conditions and stipu¬ 
lations as provided for in the foregoing section, provided there 
had been no default made in reference to the bonds previously 
endorsed for said company, according to the provisions of the 
foregoing section.

Mr. Byrd, from the committee appointed to audit and settle the 
accounts of Francis S. Lyon, commissioner and trustee, to settle 
the affairs of the State bank and branches, made the following re¬ 
port : 

The J oint Committee appointed to examine, audit and report on 
the account of F. S. Lyon, Commissioner and Trustee to settle the 
affairs of the State Bank and Branches, have performed the duty 
assigned them and instructed me to submit the following Report: 

That they might have convenient access to all the reports, ac¬ 
counts and vouchers connected with the business of the banks 
within the last two years, and the transactions of the Commission¬ 
er, who has had the direction and control of their affairs, the com¬ 
mittee have held their sessions at the banking house of the Branch 
Bank in this place, where they were furnished with all reports, 
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accounts, vouchers, papers and explanations necessary to an intel¬ 
ligible and proper discharge of the duties of their appointment. 

The statements of the several Banks, showing the amounts col¬ 
lected at each, from the 1st November, 1849, to 1st November, 

1851, referred to in the report of the Commissioner, in his report 
of 25th November last, were placed before the committee ; also the 
accounts from each of the Banks, made out by the assistant Com¬ 
missioners, showing the several sums of money charged at each, to 
the account of the Commissioner since the date of the settlement 
of his accounts by the committee of the last General Assembly. 

From which settlement there was shown an unexpended cash 
balance of $564,314 64, besides the sum of $1,100,000, in six per 
cent, treasury notes and Government stock. This cash balance of 
$564, 314 64, forms the first item on the credit side of the Com¬ 
missioner's general account of receipts and disbursements from 
1st November, 1849, to 1st November, 1851. 

Your Committee first examined the debit side of this account, 
which shows not only the several sums received, but also the 
source from which each was received; and shows also a strict 
agreement in each item with the several amounts charged by the 
assistant Commissioners. They found the aggregate amount re¬ 
ceived by the Commissioners, from all sources, including the State 
Treasury, from the, 1st November, 1849, to 1st November, 1851, 
to have been $3,528,061 19, which amount, when compared with 
the vouchers, was found correct. 

They next examined the credit side of the account, shewing the 
amounts expended and on hand, which, upon careful comparison of 
the several items, with their respective vouchers, was also found 
correct. The aggregate of credits made the of $3,475,956 80, 
leaving a cash balance unexpended in the hands of the Commis¬ 
sioner, of $52,104 39, besides $447,000 in United States six per 
cent, stock of 1867. Each item on the credit side of the account 
was sustained by satisfactory voucher, and was, in the opinion 
of your committee, strictly in accordance with law. The balance 
of cash on hand was shown to be to the credit of the Commission¬ 
er, in the Bank of Mobile and the Merchants' Bank of New York. 

The committee proceeded to adjust the bond account, by 
examining and counting the bonds redeemed since the 1st Novem¬ 
ber, 1849, as shown in the Commissioners' report to the present 
legislature. 

Upon a careful examination of the account and count of the 
bonds on hand, they found the report as to the amount redeemed 
since the last session of the legislature, as well as the amount now 
outstanding, to be strictly correct. The amount redeemed since 
last session is $2,258,222 21. The bonds now outstanding and 
the annual interest thereon are, as shown in the following tabular 
statement; from which it appears, as stated by the Commissioner, 
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that the principal hereafter to be provided for, after deducting the 
the United States six per cent, stock on hand, is $3,983,616 77 ; 
and the annual interest to be provided for on account thereof, is 
$206,353 33.

Your committee recommend that the bonds that have been re¬ 
deemed be cancelled and deposited in the office of Treasurer of the 
State, who shall make a register of the same. In accordance with 
which recommendation, the committee have instructed me to re¬ 
port the accompanying bill. 

On examination of he profit and loss account of the Commis¬ 
sioner, your committee find that by his operations in exchange, 
and in the purchase of Treasury notes and six per cent, stock, there 
has been a net profit to the State of $397, 708 60, in which sum is 
embraced one entry of accruing profit added to the account since 
the report on 25th November last, and which accounts for the dif¬ 
ference between the above sum and the amount shown in the re¬ 
port. 

This profit, large as it may seem, has actually accrued to the 
State by the able and skilful management of the Commissioner and 
Trustee, and is independent altogether of any saving to the State 
in the redemption of bonds. 

In all payment at a distance, the funds have been transported 
without loss and upon terms highly advantageous to the State. No 
premium has been paid in transferring funds to New York; and 
in placing funds in England, the rate of exchange has in no in¬ 
stance exceeded seven and a half per cent., when the par of ex¬ 
change is known to be much higher. Every transaction of the 
Commissioner that has come under our observation and examin¬ 
ation, has shown the most scrupulous exactness as to amounts re¬ 
ceived and disbursed, as well as great care and economy in the 
management of the public funds. The system adopted has been 
well calculated to secure promptness and accountability. 
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The reports from the Banks show what debts have been collect¬ 
ed, and the amount received in each case. These reports operate 
as a check upon the assistant Commissioners, and furnish the evi¬ 
dence of what the Commissioner himself receives from each Bank, 
whilst he accounts directly to the legislature. 

The system in the opinion of your committee, has not only been 
well arranged, but has been well executed, as the result has con¬ 
clusively shown. 

The account of the Commissioner, which we have examined and 
settled, has been prepared so as to show with much clearness the 
money received and the amount paid out-there being no item of 
expenditure stated that is not accompanied by its proper voucher, 
showing to whom, when, and on what account paid, with all ne¬ 
cessary particularly. This account is stated in duplicate, and the 
duplicate and original, after having been prepared and found cor¬ 
rect, have been endorsed, under the direction of the committee, by 
their chairman, with a view that one may be deposited for safe¬ 
keeping and future reference, with the Comptroller of Public Ac¬ 
counts, and the order retained by the Commissioner for his voucher 
of settlement. 

Your Committeel, in investigating sums so large, and transac¬ 
tions so numerous and complicated as those embraced in the ac¬ 
count of the Commissioner, feel it due to him to state that they 
have not found an error in a single item of his account, nor a sin¬ 
gle transaction in the whole course of his official duties, of which 
the slightest complaint can be made. But, on the contrary, they 
have found that the reduction in our foreign debt, and the collec¬ 
tion from the State Bank and Branches under his management, 
has fully met the high expectations of the legislature and the coun¬ 
try. We would, therefore, most earnestly recommend his contin¬ 
uance in office under the existing laws, with the modifications pro¬ 
posed in the accompanying bill, which I am instructed to report 
and to recommend its passage.

AFTERNOON SESSI ON, J ANUARY 17, 1852. 

The House met pursuant to adjournment, and resumed the 
consideration of the bill to apportion representatives to the sev¬ 
eral counties of this State, and to lay off the State into senato¬ 
rial districts. 

The question recurred on the motion of Mr. Brown to alter 
the arrangement of the counties in the first section, so as to give 
Marion tow representatives and Madison two, instead of Mari¬ 
on one and Madison three. 

The question being divided, the vote was first taken on strik¬ 
ing out Madison from the counties having three representatives. 

Mr. Clements moved to postpone the consideration of the bill 
and amendments, and to be made the special order for Monday 
next, at the hour of 11 o'clock of said day. 

The following message was received for His Excellency the 
Governor by Mr. Harrison: 

Mr. SPEAKER-His Excellency the Governor has approved bills 
which originated in the House of Representatives of the follow¬ 
ing titles, to wit: 

An act to make the county treasurer of Madison elective by 
the people: 

An act to amend the city charter of Montgomery: 

An act making appropriation for the pay of certain claims 
against the State. 

Report mo Mr. Bulger's resolution, referred on 5th December, 

1851. 

Mr. Lea form the majority of the Committee of Ways and 
Means made the following report: 

The committee on Ways and Means, to whom was referred 
a resolution on the subject of so much of the Governor's mes- 
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sage as relates to the great southern question, and directing them 
to inquire into the expediency of amending the revenue laws, 

&c., so as to tax goods from some states higher than others, have 
had the subject referred to them under consideration, and in¬ 
struct me to report that it is inexpedient to legislate on the sub¬ 
ject at this time. 

Mr. Lea from the minority of said committee made the fol 
lowing report: 

The Committee on Ways and Means, of whom the under¬ 
signed are a minority, have for a longtime had under considera¬ 
tion the resolution of the House, offered by a gentleman from 
Tallapoosa, (Mr. Bulger.) by which was referred to them so 
much of the Governor's message as relates to the great southern 
question, which has for years agitated the American Confedera¬ 
cy and somewhat estranged its members from each other, which 
resolution also requires that committee to inquire into the ex¬ 
pediency of amending the revenue laws, so as to subject, the 
produce and manufactures of states which refuse to pass laws 
to enforce the provisions of the constitution in regard to fugi¬ 
tive slaves to a higher tax when sold in this state than on like 
articles produced or made elsewhere, with leave so report a bill, 

&c. It will at once be seen that the inquiry is one of no minor 
magnitude, it is based on the Governors message, a page or 
more of which is devoted to the subject, and which it may be 
well to refer to; but more particularly on a portion which is in 
the following language : " The regulation of commerce between 
the states or the United States and a foreign country it must be 
conceded pertains to Congress, and that it is incompetent for a 
state legislature to directly subject to its revenue laws merchan¬ 
dize within its ports until it is commingled with the property of 
the state like other property; but, when this transmutation of 
condition takes place, it then becomes subject to the local laws. 

It puts off the character of an import and the right to tax be¬ 
comes clear." 

The resolution as well as the message in no evasive terms re¬ 
quiring a decision expressive from the committee, a majority 
order a response, that it, is inexpedient, to legislate on the subject 
at this time ; which the minority are forced to believe means, 
the measure proposed they believe is rightful in itself. The 
doctrine, of course, is before the world already in the most pub¬ 
lic form, not by the action on the committee, in the first instance ; 
but they are publicly called on to say yea or nay. Whether, 
therefore, the object of the reference was to learn the practica¬ 
bility and effect of engrafting such a provision as that contem¬ 
plated upon the revenue system employed in this state at pre¬ 
sent, or to obtain an expression of opinion as to the legal ques¬ 
tion involved, a direct response is required. In either event the 
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undersigned will be as brief as a compliance with the call upon 
the committee will permit. 

There is not a doubt that without any material derangement 
of the present classification of the subjects and sources of reve¬ 
nue, and without rendering the system more complex, the com¬ 
mittee could by a few additional clauses bring the contemplated 
measure into vigorous operation. The products and merchan¬ 
dize of the states which stand before the world as delinquents, 
either by expressly violating, or which is the same thing, by re¬ 
fusing to pass laws necessary to carry out the plain provisions 
of the constitution, (which they are in honor, if not otherwise 
bound to do.) can be easily singled out and identified, and a dis¬ 
criminating tax imposed upon them. Nor is it easy to set a 
limit to the ways und means by which such a discrimination 
might be effected. Whether the revenue or annual income of 
the state would be increased or diminished by such a measure, 
we presume is not a question raised or intended to be brought 
up by the resolution. Let us then, if we can, for a few moments 
lay aside those, feelings of indignation towards the conduct and 
position of certain states, which all feel in common with those 
who favor the idea of the message, and let us settle in our 
minds whether in any view which has been taken, or under what 
circumstances would the legislature act wisely and justly to¬ 
wards this suite or other states in the passage of the measure 
recommended. 

It is conceded, we learn by the message, that no right exists 
to levy a tax on the merchandise imported from other States 
until they are, bought and become the property of citizens of our 
own State, then, it is said in, the message, " they put off the 
character of an import, and the right to tax becomes clear. It 
requires no mental effort to see that the right to tax the property 
of the citizens of our own State is one thing, and the right to tax 
one higher than the other is a different thing. No less clear is 
it that it is one thing to lay taxes on goods brought from another 
State, and a very different thing to lay that tax for the purpose 
of reducing the privileges and rights of one State, below that of 
another, and this latter, it is all the time to be borne in mind, is 
the avowed and express object. 

It is obvious, from the express language of the message, that 
the enactment of a law is contemplated, if one pass at all, which 
shall not violate any provision of the constitution of the United 
States. How is this to be done ? is the question. Why, the 
plan proposed is to levy a tax which will to some extent, res¬ 
train, if not inhibit, the importation and sale in this State of 
merchandise brought from the offending State, so as to make the 
manufacturers or proprietors of that merchandise feel the incon¬ 
venience of the pressure at home. (It is immaterial, of course. 
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whether the persons immediately affected be friendly or un¬ 
friendly to our domestic wishes,) but at the same time the propo¬ 
sition is, do not levy such tax until the goods become the exclu¬ 
sive and rightful property of our own citizens ; that is to say, 
levy the tax on the merchandise after it has passed out of the 
ordinary course of commerce. 

Now surely it will not be contended that the same property, or 
the same kind of property, in the hands of one citizen, can be 
taxed higher than in the hands of another. If the Committee on 
Ways and Means had brought in a bill by which a higher tax is 
proposed on a given amount and description of goods owned by 

A. , then on identically the same amount and description owned by 

B. , his neighbor, no matter whether they had been imported in 
the first instance from Paris, Canton, or any of our own Northern 
States or cities, the House would pronounce it a violation of the plain 
principles of justice and equity, and certainly not consistent with 

the 1st section of our own Declaration of Eights. 

It may be answered, however, that suppose a result so obviously 
unjust were likely to ensue, the process is very simple by which 
that is obviated. The publication of a law is all that is wanted: 
as soon as the law is known, all citizens would avoid an unequal 
tax by merely refusing to purchase those articles against which a 
discriminating tax is demanded. The proposition from the first 
proceeds upon the ground that merchandise is imported, and in 
the absence of a restraining regulation will continue to be, from 
some or all of the offending States, not articles, either, which are 
in themselves noxious or prejudicial in any way to the health, 
hopes, or happiness of our population, but merchandise in its 
largest sense, embracing the necessaries and comforts of life, as 
well as poisons; and that our citizens will to some extent find it 
their interest, all other things being equal, to buy and to sell 
them ; but they will not do so, it is ascertained, if they thereby 
incur an invidious tax. Now, to preserve or restore equality in 
that respect, another alternative is presented. Artificial means 
may be resorted to, and an act passed, such as shall make it the 
interest of the citizens not to buy merchandise imported from any 
State that is obnoxious to our resentment. Yes, the tax paying 
merchant or farmer might, for patriotic considerations, abandon 
this item in the freedom of trading, and say to himself, I will buy 
nor sell any more goods from States which are step by step de¬ 
parting from the obligations of the Constitution, and the will of 
the citizen and the law might thus concur in the production of the 
desired result. The result of the process, then, is this: merchan¬ 
dise, under the proposed law, could be brought into Alabama and 
sold from some States, but not from others. That too, in conse¬ 
quence of, and knowingly and professedly produced by what is to 
be called a discriminating tax. 
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The proposition is not based on the principle or necessity of 
any internal police regulation, but for an act to be passed here, to 
operate and have some urgent effect out of our limits, and on in¬ 
terests and people in other States'jurisdictions. Involving, too, 
the assertion of right to do a thing indirectly, as we conceive, 
which it is acknowledged cannot be done directly, the effect would 
be identically the same as if an important duty had, under our 
appointment of a regular custom house officer, been exacted at 
our port of entry. 

The object, then, being the same as is avowed and the effect 
the same, which are the essence of all law, there is no difference 
in principle, by any possible construction of constitutional pro¬ 
visions, between the discriminating tax which is proposed and an 
import duty amounting, if you please, to prohibition, which in 
that case is (with or without legislation of Congress) intervening 
on the subject, contray to the 2d Clause, 10th Section and 1st Ar¬ 
ticle of the Constitution of the United States, which declares, "no 
duties on imports or exports, &c.” True, that clause relates 
more particularly to merchandise of citizens of the United States, 
out of the condition in which the Constitution contemplates them, 
that is, in the hands of citizens of each or any of the States, which 
are entitled to the privileges of citizens of the several States, and 
place that merchandise on the footing or condition, exactly of 
goods from abroad. 

If Alabama has the right by well defined enactment either 
directly or indirectly, to inhibit or to give any essential direction 
to trade, coastwise or with other nations, the same right, in either 
case, on principles of justice or equality, must belong to each, of 
the other States. In other words, the States, as well as Congress, 
(and it soon would be instead of Congress) have the right to regu¬ 
late commerce (without a pretence of necessity, or any internal 
emergency, arising from the nature of the articles imported), which 
is simply unconstitutional and legally absurd. It would be non¬ 
sense to say we should pass a law to inhibit the importation of 
poisons for one State, and not for another; and unless the mer¬ 
chandise inhibited is in itself calculated to hurt the health or 
comfort of our citizens, so as to make internal police regulations 
necessary and proper, how else can we evade a violation of the 
general compact we have agreed to be bound by. We are pre¬ 
cluded by concession on all sides in this investigation from justi¬ 
fying ourselves in violating the compact, on the grounds that 
other States have done the same thing, by having first fallen 
from their constitutional obligations. And the views here enter¬ 
tained and expressed by the undersigned have no reference to a 
state of things which might be supposed to existed if our State 
desired or ever could desire to be absolved from obligations im- 
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posed by the Constitution and assumed by her. It would then 
seem useless to pursue farther the examination of the question in 
any aspect of rightfully adopting a system or principle of bitter 
retaliation, or of one State doing as much injury to another as 
she has sustained, without a pretence of ultimate advantage to 
either, by way of addition to the present rights, instead of con¬ 
templating the upward course, of policy of overcoming evil with 
good. Besides, this saying constitutional barriers out of the ques¬ 
tion, if possible, In a moment, were we to attempt crippling the 
trade of offending States, would the proposed measure result in 
adequate compensation? Would it not be expected that we, in 
the amplitude of our sovereignty, should resort to measures still 
more powerful and energetic? We might in such times be an 
overmatch for our adversaries in the vindictiveness of the meas¬ 
ures we could adopt, but, situated as we are, it is not to be forgot¬ 
ten that Alabama has, since her admission into the Union, sus¬ 
tained a reputation high and well founded, for an honest, inflexi¬ 
ble compliance with all national and constitutional obligations, 
and she will be apt to consider well the integrity of any principle 
of direct retaliation of State against State, before she will be the 
first to adopt it. 

Not that she does not properly appreciate the wrongs done by 
other States, not that she does not feel her power to be equal to 
her rights, but because her citizens have also wisdom to bear in 
mind that a great people, spread over a largo surface of the 
globe, might, if they expect perpetual peace and harmony, be 
less precipitate than one man or a small community would be 
against another, it is bravery in a people to acknowledge 
themselves powerless when called on to violate the plain pro¬ 
visions of the constitution of their country ; they would rather 
try every other probable expedient, and wait with patience cor¬ 
responding with the magnitude of the interests involved, to as¬ 
certain if honorable reparation may not yet be made. But as 
the Governor was pleased to say in his message, "in the mean¬ 
time let it not be inferred that we think we should do nothing 
to countervail the antagonism of the abolition and free soil in¬ 
terest at the north. The minority of the committee have con¬ 
sidered the subject before them thus far, on the supposition that 
no one, complains of any evils except, such us really exist. We 
also presume that it is the true policy, as well as the natural 
inclination, of each State and of all right minded patriotic citi¬ 
zens of each, that the Union shall exist as long as evils (what¬ 
ever they may be) under it are tolerable, and as long as with all 
its evils it is obviously to any other proposed state or 
condition. It is right, of course, to charge to the Union only the 
evils which are inherent in or naturally arise from it, and in the 
same way as to the States and individual citizens. This por- 
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tion of the committee will not now attempt an account in detail 
of the losses in value which the citizens of this State have sus¬ 
tained since her admission into the Union, on account of fugitive 
slaves. It is a very clear proposition, however, that all possi¬ 
ble vagueness ought to be excluded from, and unquestionable 
memorials kept, of the particulars, when charges of outrage and 
plundering are made by one people against another. The facts 
ought to be reduced to mathematical certainty, and even dollars 
and cents (amongst other things) considered whenever practica¬ 
ble. For a time seldom fails to come when justice, however 
slow, will be done. It is not important here to inquire whether 
the evils complained of arise from the general government, or 
the conduct of the States in which the deprivations were con¬ 
summated. But hold to be true, that in every instance where a 
loss has occurred or may occur of the kind to a citizen of Alaba¬ 
ma, without error or fault or his part, by the consent of any 
government, or of its citizens under its sanction or known per¬ 
mission, there is a remedy in some form which no delay can ex¬ 
tinguish, and which the State is bound, sooner or later, to seek 
and enforce. If there be States then, which by legislative acts 
or by public authority vested in any form or department, how¬ 
ever diminutive, sanctions, much more aids, by habeas corpus or 
other devices, the spoliation of property of another State, whe¬ 
ther that property consist in slaves or other investments, or if 
any State accomplish the same thing by willful neglect to pass 
laws in conformity with the constitution, in good faith to pre¬ 
vent it, we hold that such State is bound to make good the loss. 

It will not be contended that because of a Union we are placed 
in relation to other State's more unfavorable than we would be 
in a separate state, nor than (as a part of the Union) we are in 
to foreign nations. There is no reason nor argument desirable 
for either the law of nations or the conduct, of associated com¬ 
munities, why we should be. Indeed, it would seem we should 
be, according to the theory of our government, in farmore favor¬ 
able circumstances, true there are restraints against marque 
and reprisals, and the whole law of retaliation, since by our own 
voluntary choice and consent, the noble barriers of the consti¬ 
tution are interposed ; but who for a moment believes that ac¬ 
tual subsisting rights are thereby either weakened or "extin¬ 
guished." If a foreign nation, or her subjects with her assent, 
seize or confiscate the property of a citizen of this country, if a 
foreign vessel fire a gun across the bow of one of our merchant¬ 
men, satisfaction is demanded and promptly given. And is it 
possible that one of the States of this Union can commit or sanc¬ 
tion the lawless deprivation of the property of a citizen of an¬ 
other State with fanatical greediness and impunity, and stand at 
large in the consciousness that neither the perpetrator nor their 
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government are ever to make indemnity for the loss? There 
can be no evasion on the ground of the description of the prop¬ 
erty, " that it is property in that jurisdiction, but not in this." 

If by the principle of national law such a subterfuge could for 
one moment be tolerated as to foreign nations, how can it be 
sustained in these States, where by the constitution and laws 
slaves are recognized as property from the beginning? Were 
it possible, according to the structure of our government, for 
States or their citizens to be released from their constitutional 
obligations on the score of holy conceptions or illuminations of 
conscience, a facility is established of undoing at a dash all that 
human wisdom has accomplished, obedience to the powers that 
be would soon become a nugatory mandate, and the Bible, and 
the God that guided the battles of our revolution, be dethroned 
from the American heart. 

Are the States, then, in behalf of themselves, are their citi¬ 
zens remitted from those modes of redress recognized among dis¬ 
connected, independent nations, to such remedies as Congress is 
required to provide through the judicial or other departments of 
the general government, under the 17th clause of 8th section 
and 1st, article ? 

Then if the States by whose authority or neglect looses occur 
to citizens of other States have not themselves sufficient regard 
for justice to make fair and ample indemnity wherever the 
claims are pressed, (and which we ought first to presume they 
will do,) most clearly if they do not, and in the absence of any 
operative and efficient law by Congress to enforce their pay¬ 
ment or prevent their recurrence, Congress in that alternative 
will be bound by every fair consideration to insure and make 
good the losses, by such remedies as shall be just to all and right¬ 
ful in themselves. The rights of our citizens are not to be cast 
off as rubbish, and as things which are impracticable, on the 
plea that the government, though its judicial department and 
remedial laws, has made every possible provision ; and if just 
and legal demands fail under the form prescribed, all is lost! 

No citizen, whether born or sworn in, is linked by his allegiance 
to his State. After that, if after making every reasonable effort, 
his arm is too short, his wrongs still undressed, that State 
which does not come to his rescue is recreant to her duty, and 
her citizens are not freemen. 

The difficulty of enforcing a remedy, is no argument against the 
existence of the right, nor justice or propriety of a perpetual effort 
to assert and enforce both. Hence there is reason why we should 
(in the opinion of the undersigned) by public authority, carefully 
collect and preserve the evidence and arguments in behalf of these 
claims. 

And in conformity with this view, we herewith submit a bill 
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for the consideration of the House, and respectful recommend 
its passage. 

The undersigned also ask leave, if deemed necessary, to annex 
copies at length of the resolutions, and the entire portion of the 
governor's message, which is referred to.

I protest against the preamble, because it places the whole 
southern rights party in the same category with the abolitionists, 
so far as the end is concerned each has in view, visiting on the 
heads of a large and respectable party of our section, the sins of 
an indiscreet minority with whom circumstances for the time being 
placed it in political association. This assertion, so sweeping in 
character, I am not prepared to admit. The abolitionists proclaim 
themselves disunionists per se. A very large majority of the south¬ 
ern rights party deny this. They have denounced in language of 
stern indignation the aggressions upon our constitutional rights, of 
northern fanaticism. That they were imprudent, and that some 
of the measures advocated by them would have been powerless for 
good if carried into practical operation, I believed and do now be¬ 
lieve, but it does not follow from this that there is a community 
of purpose, to wit, a dissolution of the Union, between them and 
the members of the Syracuse and other anti-slavery conventions 
of the north. I protest against the fifth resolution of the series, 
because it is to convert parties in the State from national, to sec¬ 
tional ones, upon the ground that the whole north is untrue to its 
constitutional obligations, and not to be trusted. This I do not 
believe to be true in point of fact, and does the same injustice to 
our northern brethren, that I conceive is done by the preamble, to 
the Southern rights men. 

A committee of the whole South, if it be possible, to the resist¬ 
ance line laid down in the remaining resolutions, the Georgia plat¬ 
form, proper, in my opinion, of importance to the maintenance of 
our rights in the Union, and therefore I wished to vote for them. 

As I could not, under the decision of the House, without voting 
for the whole, I therefore do so, and enter this my protest against 
the preamble and fifth resolution of the same.

But would 
it be wise to pass and act in literal conformity with that part of 
the petitioners prayer which asks that the law licencing such 
things should be repealed ? I n that event all restraint would be 
removed from such indulgence, and instead of one, Vienna might 
be afflicted with as many such places as could find customers to 
support them, and in like manner all parts of the State. We 
must not indulge the belief that morals can be forced in truth 
and purity on our community by legislation entirely. 
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There may be policy in the paths of peace as there are said to 
be in war. In a republican government we may encourage, we 
may in many instances, protect morality, and even religion, by 
legislation ; another power and other instruments are necessary 
to implant and render them lovely. 

Such pastimes are harmless in themselves, and mental as well 
as mascular strength might be improved by them if they were 
used and resorted to by ingenious youth, or even old men, for 
such porposes only ; as it is, the committee deem it right that 
the Legislature, believing their powers as well as duties in 
mind, should strike at excesses only. If anything there or else¬ 
where occur that comes within the deffinition of a misdemeanor 
or crime, ample provision is already made by law. But the 
committee fear that at that or some other points in the State ex-

ever, and the said president and directors are expressly prohibited 
from making or establishing any rates of toll, other than of entire 
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equality and uniformity, upon all persons or property, and all ve¬ 
hicles of like character, and used for similar purposes. 

Mr. Cooper moved to amend said amendment as follows: 

Provided, That said company shall not charge for stage or ve¬ 
hicles carrying passengers, drawn by two horses, exceeding two 
cents per mile, and for stages or vehicles drawn by four horses, for 
carrying passengers, not exceeding three cents per mile. 

Mr. Shelley called a division of the question, which was first 
taken on striking out the 5th section, and the motion prevailed. 

Mr. Shelley moved to amend the amendment by substituting 
therefor the following: 

That said company is vested with the right and power of de¬ 
manding and exacting toll, as may be fixed by said company, for 
the transit of persons or property upon said road, for which pur¬ 
pose a rate of tolls shall be established and published at each toll 
gate on said road, for the information of the public ; though it shall 
not be lawful to charge a greater amount on the articles and ani¬ 
mals hereinafter enumerated than the rate hereinafter stipulated: 

For each horse or mule not in harness, one cent per mile per head;

carriage, two and a half cents per mile; for each two horse plea¬ 
sure carriage, three and a half cents per mile ; for each loaded cart 
with one animal, one and a fourth cents per mile; for each loaded 
waggon or stage coach with two animals, three cents per mile; for 
all waggons or stage coaches with more than two animals, one half 
cent per mile for each additional head ; empty carts and waggons 
to be charged at one half of the above rates. Each five head of 
neat cattle, two and a half cents per mile; each ten head of hogs 
or sheep two and a half cents per mile; Provided, The rates at 
any time established shall be the same upon all vehicles with the 
same number of animals and wheels, except pleasure carriages.
